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ROMAN IMPERIAL COIN PORTRAITS FROM GALBA TO 

COMMODUS^

Most observers, ancient and modern, have considered the Roman 
Empire an autocracy. The emperor derived his power from the people 
and was supposed to respect their liberties; but there was no political 
machinery to check his abuse of power or remove him from office if he 
proved unworthy of his trust. Roman autocracy, however, was for a 
long time checked by tyrannicide. The imperial government did not 
immediately degenerate into an Oriental despotism because the Romans 
were not Orientals. The majority of them, including most of the em- 
perors, accepted autocracy as a necessary evil, required for the peace 
and safety of the empire; and the emperors, with few exceptions, sought 
to mitigate its effects, or at least to disguise its appearance. Prudence, 
indeed, scarcely allowed any other policy, for rulers who openly and 
continuously flouted Roman political ideals were usually assassinated. 

Nero, the last Julio-Claudian emperor, was guilty of many crimes, 
but his lavish generosity to them assured him of the loyalty of the 
Roman common people and his Greek and Oriental subjects in the East. 
In the West, his position was less firmly established. The Roman sena- 
torial aristocracy had long detested him, and finally he became intolerable 
to the Western provincials and the troops in the legions. When this 
happened, Nero was as good as dead; but unhappily he had no heir and 
no logical successor. Left to themselves, the senate, the common people, 
and the imperial bodyguards in Rome might have agreed on a new 
emperor and thus averted civil war; but they were not left to them- 
selves. The provincial armies had learned, as Tacitus puts it, “the secret 
of the empire: that an emperor could be made in other places than 
Rome. “2 The legions in Spain proclaimed their general Galba as emperor. 

Galba was pleasing to the senate. He was of noble birth and his 
career had been distinguished. In spite of his advanced age, he seemed 
likely to make an excellent emperor. “Everyone,” Tacitus says dryly, 
“would have agreed that he was fit to rule — if he had never ruled.”^ 
As emperor, Galba proved utterly incompetent. His stinginess and 
harsh discipline quickly alienated the soldiers and cost him his life. 
Otho, an old friend of Nero, had little trouble in seducing the pretorian 
bodyguards from their allegiance and persuading them to murder Galba. 
There were no other troops nearby, and the horrified senators had no 
choice but to ratify the pretorian’s selection of Otho as the new 
emperor. In the provinces, however, the news produced new revolts. The 
legions in Germany saluted their commander, Vitellius, as the lawful 
emperor, and charged him with the duty of punishing the traitor Otho 
and his insolent pretorians, whom the frontier troops always envied. The 
army in Palestine, then engaged in putting down a rebellion of the Jews, 
chose as emperor its general, T. Flavius Vespasianus. Thus the “Year of 
the Four Emperors,” A. D. 69, begun in treason and murder, bloomed 
into full-scale civil war. 

Of the three rival emperors, Vespasian seemed to have the worst posi- 
tion. Otho was already in Rome with strong forces there and others mov- 
ing up to aid him. Vitellius was close to Italy with another powerful 
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army. Vespasian was farther away, and most of the troops loyal to him 
were fighting against the Jews. Thus he could hardly detach them imme- 
diately for use elsewhere. Everything appeared against Vespasian but 
character, and a current prophecy that a ruler would come from the 
East. Otho was a voluptuous dandy, and detested by the senate as a 
traitor and a friend of Nero. Vitellius was a fat glutton, cruel and 
cowardly. Perhaps Vespasian realized this, and wished the people of 
Rome and Italy to learn the character of his opponents before he him- 
self appeared. He was at any rate in no hurry to get to Italy ; and mean- 
while everything worked out in his favor. Otho, after losing an indeci- 
sive battle to Vitellius, was overcome with remorse and killed himself to 
prevent further bloodshed. Vitellius made himself detested by almost 
everybody and the ranks of Vespasian’s armies swelled every day. By the 
time Vespasian reached Rome, his lieutenants had thoroughly beaten the 
Vitellian forces and Vitellius had been murdered by the people of Rome. 
Vespasian was hailed with joy by the people and the senate. He brought 
with him his grown sons, Titus and Domitian, and made no secret of his 
intent to found a regular dynasty, rather than permit the senate to select 
his successor; but he was modest, honest, and capable, and he brought 
with him also a new promise of peace, justice, and efficient government. 

The Year of the Four Emperors was a dreadful one for Rome and 
Italy; but from a numismatic viewpoint it was perhaps the greatest in 
Roman history. The die cutters of the imperial mint were compelled to 
meet worse problems than they had ever faced. Four new rulers ap- 
peared within a few months. There was no time to study the emperor’s 
face and to work out a type of coin portrait, as they had done with 
Claudius and Nero. None of the four rulers could be called handsome, 
and Galba and Vitellius were very ugly. At a different period, the result 
might have been vapid and meaningless idealization ; but not in the late 
1st century. The artists — and their subjects — were men of sterner stuff. 
The trend toward frank realism in imperial portraiture, already begun 
under Claudius and Nero, reached its full development in the Year of the 
Four Emperors. As we handle the coins of Galba, Otho, and Vitellius, 
we hardly know whether to be more amazed at the artists who dared to 
depict their rulers so realistically or at the rulers who allowed them to 
do so. 

The wrinkled neck and hollow cheeks which appear on some of 
Galba’s portraits (Fig. 1) have been slightly softened in others (Fig. 2) ; 
but all retain the hook nose, the brutal jaw, and the general air of harsh- 
ness that typify the military martinet. Otho is depicted with features not 
unpleasing, but with the plump double chin of the epicure and the care- 
fully curled hair of the coxcomb (Fig. 3). Vitellius appears in all his 
ugliness (Fig. 4), and occasional portraits verge on caricature (Fig. 5). 
The drillmaster, the popinjay, and the glutton - they form a strangely 
contrasting trio, and their presence on the coins suggests what kind of 
rulers can be expected from civil war. Yet we may remember that Galba 
and Otho met their deaths as became Romans, and that even Vitellius 
managed to muster up some courage at the end. 

, The portraits of Vespasian are no less frank. He was homely and 
the artists showed him to be. Yet his features are pleasing, especially 
by contrast with his predecessors. In the honest, middle-class face, with 
its shrewd eyes and humorous mouth (Fig. 6), it is easy to recognize 
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the reformer who restored the depleted treasury and made morality 
fashionable at the imperial court, and still never lost his common sense 
or took himself too seriously. Not even the imperial purple could dazzle 
the cool, skeptical eyes of this old soldier, who retained his simple man- 
ners and sense of proportion to the end. Even on his deathbed, Ves- 
pasian had enough wry humor to remark, referring to the custom of 
deifying good emperors after death, “Oh, me! I think I’m turning into 
a god.”** 

Titus, who became emperor on his father’s death, is described by 
the sources as very handsome. He would hardly qualify as such by our 
standards; but his coin portraits (Fig. 7), which strongly resemble his 
father’s, can usually be easily distinguished from them by their more 
cheerful and debonnaire expression and by the fullness of cheek and 
neck, indicative of robust health. Julia, the daughter of Titus, also 
appears on his coins (Fig. 8), in keeping with the frank royalism of the 
Flavians. Her features show a strong family resemblance to her male 
relatives. 

After a successful reign of only two years, Titus died unexpectedly 
and was succeeded by his brother Domitian. Domitian, gloomy, puri- 
tanical, cruel, and suspicious, was the very antithesis of his cheerful, 
warm-hearted brother. He seems to have been disliked and slighted by 
both Titus and Vespasian, which no doubt further embittered him and 
caused him to cultivate a proud and aloof attitude. These qualities can 
be seen in Domitian’s characteristic coin portrait (Fig. 9), which is 
somewhat idealized. The neck is straight and of more than human 
length, the head is set on it so as to convey an air of imperious majesty, 
and the face, while recognizable in its resemblance to Vespasian and 
Titus, wears an expression of hauteur and consciousness of power.^ 
Domitian’s wife, Domitia, whom court poets likened to the matronly god- 
dess Juno, also seems to be slightly idealized in her coin portraits (Fig. 
10 ). 

Domitian seems to have tried to rule well, and his record is by no 
means wholly bad; but his warped nature won out over his good inten- 
tions. During the latter part of his reign, Rome lived in an atmosphere 
of terror similar to that which pervades the capital of a modern fascist 
or communist tyranny. Civil liberties were suppressed. Spies and in- 
formers were everywhere, listening to private conversations, and the 
slightest criticism of the emperor was likely to bring imprisonment, 
banishment, or death. At last, the senate, which had never liked Domi- 
tian, formed a conspiracy which succeeded in assassinating him. Civil 
war might have broken out again ; but this time the senators were ready 
with an emperor of their own. Before the pretorians or the provincial 
legions knew what had happened, the senate had bestowed the purple 
on one of their own number, the old and universally-respected Nerva. 

Among the many virtues which this estimable prince possessed, 
perhaps the outstanding ones, from the senate’s point of view, were his 
childlessness and his old age. He could not found a dynasty and could 
be relied on to consult with the senate about a successor. Realizing that 
the frail old man needed the support of a younger and more vigorous 
prince with a military reputation, the senate and Nerva cast about them 
for an outstanding general. Their choice fell on Trajan, a Roman of a 
family which had settled in Spain. Nerva adopted him as his son and the 
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senate recognized him as the heir apparent to the empire. They could 
hardly have chosen better. Trajan was not only one of Rome’s greatest 
soldiers, but his tact, modesty, and kindliness made him universally 
popular. 

Thus began the line of Adoptive Emperors. Trajan, in like manner 
and with senatorial advice, adopted Hadrian. Hadrian adopted Antoninus 
Pius, who in turn adopted two successors to share power jointly, Marcus 
Aurelius and Lucius Verus. The expedient worked admirably. Even the 
sharing of authority between Marcus Aurelius and Verus produced no 
harmful results, apparently because Verus was quite willing to let Marcus 
have most of the power — and most of the hard work. The period of the 
Adoptive Emperors covers most of the 2nd century (96 to 180), and the 
Romans of later and less happy periods looked back on the 2nd century 
as a sort of Golden Age. The “Five Good Emperors’’ (as they are fre- 
quently called) gave the ancient world as a whole the best government 
it had ever seen. The frontiers were well defended and, except in one or 
two places, no revolts or seditions menaced domestic tranquility. The 
laws were administered with justice and humanity, and the philanthropic 
spirit of the period manifested itself in protective legislation for the slave 
and the poor man, the widow and the orphan. Business prospered, popu- 
lation increased, and cities multiplied their magnificent public and private 
buildings. Never before, and seldom since the 2nd century, had so many 
people in so large an area shared so much of the good things of life. 

The coinage of the period reflects this prosperity and confidence. It 
was struck in such enormous quantities that even today very fine speci- 
mens of the coins of the Five Good Emperors can be had for a dollar or 
two. The artistry and workmanship of the coins is of high order — per- 
haps on the average the highest that the ancient world ever saw. The 
great masterpieces of the die sinkers’ art produced during the Golden 
Age of Greece were exceptional, and not infrequently very lovely dies 
were struck in a slovenly manner, so that the coin design is partly off 
the flan. The Romans of the 2nd century made their dies and struck their 
coins with skill and precision. Naturally they took most pains with the 
gold. The aurei are almost perfectly round, well struck, and of fine style. 
But the silver and copper coins are not much inferior, and some speci- 
mens are of a style equal to the finest aurei. Numismatists who admire 
the stern and uncompromising realism of the Year of the Four Emperors 
may regret that this style did not continue. The portraits of the 2nd- 
century emperors are done with a majestic neo-classic style that is more 
suited to the serenity of the times and their own faces and personalities. 
This is especially noteworthy in the cases of Hadrian, Antoninus, and 
Marcus Aurelius. The trend toward idealism, however, is never allowed 
to get out of hand, and the portraits are always highly individualized. 

Nerva’s portrait (Fig. 11) seldom seems much idealized. He appears 
with long, hooked nose, sunken eyes, and scrawny neck — a distinguished 
face, despite its ugliness, which bears a strong resemblance to the poet 
Dante, another famous Italian.® By comparison with earlier and later 
rulers’ portraits, however, many of Nerva’s seem weak. The draftsman- 
ship is good, but the modeling of the face is far inferior and the relief 
rather lower than on the best coins of Vespasian or Hadrian. 

With Trajan, we find an innovation — the selection of a single por- 
trait type, more standardized than even that of Nero, which varies

scarcely at all throughout the empire and during the nineteen years of 
the reign. 

The literal exactitude of the portrait is attested for us by the identity of 
the treatment, producing an instantly recognizable type which was spread 
throughout the empire by coins struck not only in Rome, but at Alex- 
andria, in Syria, and in Asia Minor. . J 

Trajan’s plain, soldierly features are easier to identify than those of any 
other emperor. All his portraits look alike and do not resemble anyone 
else. He even wears his hair differently from any other emperor — in a 
bang cut straight across the forehead. The resemblance between coin 
portraits is always strong (Fig. 12) and sometimes so marked that it 
seems likely that a hub or master die was used to form the dies to 
strike the coins. Trajan must have decided at the beginning of his reign 
that this was the way he wanted to appear to the people of the empire ; 
and the continuation of the type, together with Trajan’s unprecedented 
popularity with all classes, indicates that it struck the public as perfectly 
satisfactory. The portraiture on Trajan’s coins has been called “generally 
flat and unimaginative.”^ That is perhaps a just criticism. The types are 
usually in rather low relief, and on some specimens there is a tendency 
toward a pictorial style, to treat the coin as a flat, engraved disc, rather 
than as sculpture. As to their artistic merit, probably no one would claim 
that Trajan’s coins rank with the greatest masterpieces. But if there 
are no superlatively fine portraits, there are no really bad ones, either. 

Trajan, officially styled by the Romans as “the Best Emperor” 
(Optimus Princeps), was not brilliant, but he had all the traditional 
Roman virtues. Among other things, he was a good family man, and he 
placed on his coins portraits of his father, of his wife, Plotina (Fig. 13), 
and of his sister, Marciana, and her daughter, Matidia (Fig. 14). All 
three ladies are prim, dignified, homely, and distinguished in appearance 
— obviously virtuous Roman matrons of the society of Plutarch and the 
younger Pliny. One can as well imagine Queen Victoria drunk in a 
Paris cafe as Plotina at one of Nero’s sumptuous revels. The portraits 
of Trajan’s womenfolk are like those of the emperor himself — com- 
petently executed, rather than brilliant. Their faithful realism, however, 
is in refreshing contrast to the vapid prettiness of most female por- 
traiture in antiquity. All three ladies look somewhat alike, but they are 
distinguishable. Matidia is younger and plumper than the older ladies. 
Marciana can be identified by her resemblance to her brother. Plotina’s 
face is longer and more angular. 

Trajan’s successor, Hadrian, was also an experienced soldier, and 
his government sought to continue the benevolent constitutional mon- 
archy of his adoptive father. The two men, however, were of very differ- 
ent tastes and personalities. Although Hadrian was capable of outmarch- 
ing all but the toughest of his seasoned legionaries, he was by preference 
a man of peace and an artist. He was probably the most brilliant of all 
Roman emperors; certainly he was the most accomplished. He was no 
mean writer and painter himself, and he was devoted to art and litera- 
ture. Especially he was fond of the art of the Golden Age of Greece. 

All these qualities are reflected in Hadrian’s splendid and profuse 
coinage, which is one of the most noteworthy in numismatic history. 
There is no sharp break with the staid realism of Trajanic portraiture, 
but the influence of early Greek idealism can be detected on nearly all 
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of Hadrian’s coins. They are also usually of very great artistic merit. 
They are in higher relief than Trajan’s coins, and more carefully sculp- 
tured. The flans are not overcrowded and the sense of design and com- 
position is superior to that exhibited on the coinage of other emperors. 
The reverses are done as carefully as the portraits on the obverses. In 
their style, the coins of Hadrian strike a nice balance between idealism 
and realism. In their design, they balance beauty with practicality. They 
are not in as high relief or modeled in so great detail as the most admired 
Greek coins of the past; but they go as far toward it as they can and 
still be practical and durable coins. 

Hadrian’s portraits fall into two types. In the first and earlier, the 
head is smaller and the bust and shoulders appear, usually in military 
dress (Fig. 15). The other type shows only the head and neck, and the 
head is considerably larger, almost Ailing the fleld, and generally more 
finely modeled and expressive (Fig. 16). The early portrait developed 
from the portrait of Trajan,® whom it sometimes resembles. This is no 
doubt deliberate, and done to indicate the relationship and ease the 
transition between rulers. It soon becomes a common phenomenon in 
imperial portraiture. It also works the other way. Later portraits of 
Hadrian sometimes resemble Aelius or Antoninus Pius, whom he chose 
successively as his successors. Aelius was named “Caesar” (which now 
assumes the meaning of heir apparent), but died before Hadrian. He 
lived long enough, however, to be presented to the Romans on numerous 
coins (Fig. 17). With Sabina, Hadrian’s wife, coin portraits of the 
empresses first became really common. Sabina also has two types of 
portrait, one with the hair caught in back of her neck in a sort of queue, 
the other with it piled high on top of her head (Fig. 18). 

Little is known of the reign of Antoninus Pius, but the ancient 
sources are unanimous in describing him as a man of the highest char- 
acter. Like Hadrian, he was a man of great sympathy and kindness. His 
law to protect slaves from cruel masters became standard, and was 
quoted by later rulers and jurists. Antoninus received the surname “Pius” 
(dutiful, just, righteous). His portraits show a bearded man of middle 
age, with gentle, thoughtful, aristocratic features and an air of cool 
aloofness (Fig. 19). On many specimens there is a marked likeness to 
Robert E. Lee. Antoninus was devoted to his wife, the Elder Faustina. 
He was deeply grieved by her death, had her declared a Diva (saint or 
demi-goddess), and issued huge numbers of coins with her portrait and 
the title “Diva Faustina” (Fig. 20). 

Marcus Aurelius, successor of Antoninus, was not only his son by 
adoption; he was also his son-in-law. He married Faustina the Younger, 
daughter of Antoninus and the Elder Faustina. When he became em- 
peror, Marcus followed suit by marrying his own daughter, Lucilla, to 
his younger colleague, Lucius Verus. According to the contemporary 
historian, Dio Cassius, Marcus hoped that the younger and more vigorous 
man would relieve him of military duties, for Marcus was of frail 
physique and had devoted most of his life to the study of philosophy.^! 
But Verus, although honest and loyal, proved a disappointment. He was 
indolent, an indifferent soldier, and died eleven years before Marcus, 
leaving him with much hard flghting to do against the Germans, who 
had become a serious menace to the empire.

If Antoninus is one of the least known of Roman emperors, Marcus 
is one of the best known; for he has revealed his thoughts to us in a 
philosophic diary popularly called the Meditations, Much of this he wrote 
at night in his tent during his campaigns against the barbarians on the 
frontier. Marcus practiced the Stoic philosophy, which emphasized duti- 
fulness as the highest virtue and service to others as the highest duty. 
His writings reveal a man of limited intelligence, but of the noblest spirit 

— brave, gentle, and steadfast, affectionate to friends and family, forgiv- 
ing to enemies, and wholly devoted to his subjects, wearing out a frail 
constitution in uncongenial tasks for the public welfare, a far more 
genuine saint than many of those generally granted the title. 

Marcus’ wife, Faustina, was considered among the most beautiful 
women in the empire. The tales of her unfaithfulness to her husband 
can be dismissed as mere jealous gossip. Marcus himself thanked the 
gods that he had such a good wife, “so obedient, so affectionate, and so 
simple. ”12 In his son, however, he was less happy, and it was this son, 
Commodus, whom Marcus chose to succeed him in preference to a more 
worthy candidate suggested by the senate. Marcus probably knew his 
son’s utter unfitness to rule, but hoped that responsibility might change 
him. He had little choice, in any case, for had Commodus been passed 
over, he might have begun a civil war. At the very least, he would have 
been so dangerous as a potential conspirator that he would either have 
been put to death or been forced to make a bid for power. A better Stoic 
and a worse father than Marcus would have had Commodus killed him- 
self. As it was, he was killed anyway, and the empire was torn by warfare 
after his death. 

Commodus had his mother’s good looks. He was also highly skilled 
as an archer, swordsman, and charioteer. Dio Cassius, who saw Commo- 
dus in the arena, says that he once shot a hundred bears in one day, 
and later killed a tiger, a hippopotamus, and an elephant with his arrows 

— no mean feat of archery, even if he did shoot from a raised balustrade, 
or at tethered animals, so that he was in no danger.^^ As an emperor, 
however, he was hopeless. He spent all his time in the gladitorial arena 
or on the race track, letting favorites, mostly incompetent or dishonest, 
rule the empire. Many conspiracies were hatched against him, in one 
of which his own sister was a ringleader. She was caught and killed, 
but in a later conspiracy Commodus was strangled by a wrestler with 
whom he used to exercise. Commodus’ wife, Crispina, had died some 
time before, and he left no heirs. 

The family of Marcus Aurelius is well represented in numismatics. 
Coins of Marcus are common, and depict him as a beardless boy (Fig. 
21), as a slightly bearded youth (Fig. 22), and as a mature man with a 
full, if rather sparse and wispy, beard (Fig. 23). Some early portraits 
are assimilated to that of Antoninus Pius (Fig. 24). The gentle, rapt 
expression on many portraits of Marcus, the thin face, prominent nose, 
and short beard, combine to give it a noticeable resemblance to the tra- 
ditional pictures of Jesus. This does not, of course, prove that they 
looked alike — indeed, no one knows how Jesus looked. It does suggest 
that the attributes of saintliness seen in Jesus by the Christians were 
seen in Marcus by the pagans. In fact this appears from other evidence. 
Marcus was more revered than any other Roman emperor, not only in 
his lifetime, but long after his death. The best proof of his popularity is 
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that two later rulers, known to history as Caracalla and Elagabalus, 
adopted the name of Marcus Aurelius Antoninus. 

The portraits of Verus, while many are excellent (Fig. 25), do not 
present the interesting variations in age that we find on those of Marcus. 
The colleague of the philosopher emperor, with his elaborately curled 
hair and beard, looks the part of the elegant dandy he is described as 
being. Some of Faustina’s portraits are charming (Fig. 26). Others, 
however, are coarse and heavy, exhibiting none of the grace and vivacity 
that she must have possessed (Fig. 27). Faustina’s better portraits sug- 
gest that she was prettier and more sprightly than the other ladies of 
her family, but only an overactive imagination, influenced by the slanders 
of the court gossips, could call her face “light-minded and frivolous.”^* 
Commodus and Lucilla appear as young people on coins of their father, 
showing a strong family resemblance between brother and sister (Fig. 
28). On his own coins, Commodus is bearded and somewhat resembles 
his father (Fig. 29), but he is rather better looking and has a better 
kept beard, fuller and less stringy. Commodus’ wife, Crispina, is some- 
times hard to tell from his sister, Lucilla. She is usually prettier and 
has a slightly different hairdress (Fig. 30). 

Although we have many splendid specimens from the period of the 
Antonine emperors, the average seems to be declining. Some of the por- 
traits are rather crude and the reverses, even on coins with fine portraits, 
are often worse. The crudity of the reverses, however, is sometimes due 
to badly worn dies. The decline in the artistic merit of the coins is no 
doubt the result of inflation, necessitating the hiring of inferior die cut- 
ters and the use of old dies that should have been discarded. This situation 
was destined to grow far worse in the next century. 

Another noteworthy development in the portraiture of the period of 
Hadrian and the Antonines is the appearance of large bronze medallions 
with portraits of the emperors. These pieces sometimes resemble the 
brass sesterces, but they can usually be distinguished by their larger 
size, higher relief, and rather finer workmanship. The medallion of 
Commodus (Fig. 31) shown here illustrates this. Some specimens, how- 
ever, like the medallion of Hadrian (Fig. 32), bear portraits that are 
less attractive than those of the coins. All, however, are sought after by 
collectors because of the scarcity. They were probably struck to com- 
memorate special occasions and sold or given to a relatively small num- 
ber of persons.^^

SUGGESTIONS FOR FURTHER READING 

There is very little in English on the subject of ancient coin portraiture. 
There are occasional references to it in Mattingly and Sydenham (Vols. II and 
III cover the period of this article) and in the works of Mrs. Arthur (Eugenie) 
Strong, Roman Sculpture from Augustus to Constantine (New York and Lon- 
don, 1907), and Art in Ancient Rome (2 vols., Scribner’s: New York, 1930). 
There are some articles in periodicals, but these are of a narrow and often 
rather technical nature. 

Of the foreign books mentioned in the notes, Babelon’s treatment is more 
detailed than Lange’s, but both are elementary. Perhaps the best study of 
Roman portraiture, both sculptural and numismatic, is Robert West, Romische 
Portrat-Plastik (Munich, 1933). This excellent work, however, does not go 
beyond the Flavian age. The portraiture of Trajan is treated by W. H. Gross, 
Studien zu den Bildnissen Traians (Berlin and Mann, 1938). There are some 
other foreign works on coin portraiture, but most of them are so elementary 
as to add little or nothing to Babelon or too technical for any but the specialist. 


ENIGMATICAL CONFEDERATE CURRENCY ISSUES

Although much research has been done concerning the various cur- 
rency emissions of the Confederate States of America, several puzzles 
still remain as yet unsolved. Among these are the famous “Essay” notes 
of $10 and $20 denomination dated September 2, 1862, and the $10 note 
of the same date that \vas placed in general circulation. (Figures 1, 2, 3.) 

The Essay notes are very rare, especially the $10 note. Of this type 
there are perhaps only three specimens known to exist today and it must 
be classified as the rarest of all Confederate notes. The $20 note is also 
quite rare, there being perhaps about fifteen specimens extant. During 
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the course of the years much speculation concerning the origin of these 
notes has been made by various authorities. The first mention of these 
notes occurs in the BechteP album of 1877, Haseltine^ makes no mention 
of them, nor does Massamore^ in his catalog of 1889 or Thian^ in any of 
his extremely well-documented works. Allen^ in his series of articles in

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The Numismatist comments at length on these two notes. His remarks 
on the $10 note, including the trouble that he had locating a specimen to 
photograph are quite interesting. Bradbeer^ lists both notes, Numbers 
345-346, as occurring in plate letters I through P, this is erroneous, as all 
specimens that have been noted have been plate letter “N."’ Chase*^ lists 
the notes Numbers 208-209, with an illustration of the $20 but not of the 
$10, a specimen of the latter not being available for photographing. 
Fuller® lists the notes, illustrating them both, these notes, however are 
the same two specimens used by Allen"* as illustrations.

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The two notes are lithographed on parchment-like bank note paper 
of a bluish tint that has not been noted in any other Confederate issue, 
usually bear handwritten serial numbers in red ink, usually in the five 
thousand bracket, and have facsimile signatures. The signatures on all 
specimens that have been noted are those of Thomas J. Miller, for 
Register, and Philip B. Hooe, for Treasurer. Both notes bear in the lower 
left corner a vignette portrait of R.M.T. Hunter, Secretary of State of the 
Confederacy from 1861 until 1862, after which date he became a member 
of the Confederate Congress. The vignettes in the two denominations 
vary in small detail and are obviously not by the same engraver or from 
the same lithograph transfer. (Figures 4, 5.) 

It will be noted from the illustrations, (Figures 1, 2, 3) that all three 
notes, the $10 and $20 Essay notes and the $10 note of the same date, 
the latter listed by Bradbeer^ as Numbers 343-344, and Chase"^ as Numbers 
207A and 207B, are very similar in design and format. This can be seen 
by the fact that the three notes are similar in all respects except the value 
medallions and the center vignettes. However, here again in the case of 
the $10 note intended for circulation the vignette of Hunter differs again. 
(Figure 6.) Another unique feature of these three notes is that they 
utilize the plate letters I to P. The use of these particular letters on any 
other Confederate issue is unknown. One interesting feature of the $10 
note, Chase 207, hitherto unknown and discovered by the author is that 
the center vignette, representing Ceres reclining on a bale of cotton, 
is signed in very small letters: “Ludwig,” located in the shading just 
above “er” of “Confederate.” Whether this was Charles Ludwig of the 
firm of Hoyer and Ludwig, printers of many of the early Confederate 
issues, is unknown. It is, however, the only Confederate note bearing a 
signed vignette. (Figure 7.)

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The authenticity of the two Essay notes has never been proved. The 
Register of the Confederate States Treasury bears no record of their 
issue. Another feature of them that caused Allen^ to speculate on their 
origin is that the printers’ legend on them reads: ‘^Keatings and Ball, 
Columbus, S. C.,” instead of “Keatinge and Ball, Columbia, S. C.” 

There are however, references in the correspondence of the Confed- 
erate Treasury strongly recommending that the Confederate Congress 
amend the law to permit the use of facsimile signatures on the currency. 
The original machinery of having clerical personnel of the Treasury sign 
notes “For” the Register and Treasurer having grown so unwieldy due 
to the large issues of notes as to defeat its own purpose. That originally 
was for combatting the widespread counterfeiting of the currency. During 
the four years of note emissions by the Confederacy 198 different signers 
were authorized to sign for the Register and 190 for the Treasurer. After 
1861 most of these signers were women. The facsimile signature sugges- 
tion was adopted only for the fractional currency 50^ notes of the 1863 
and 1864 issues however. All other Confederate notes bear the autograph 
signatures of the personnel so authorized to sign. 

It is the theory of the author that the Essay notes are genuine and 
that a limited number were made up for distribution to members of the 
Confederate Congress, as samples, much in the same fashion as the 
United States $4 gold “Stella” of 1879. It is his further opinion that the 
notes were prepared by Hoyer and Ludwig in Richmond, and not by 
Keatinge and Ball in Columbia. The primary reason for this opinion is 
firstly: the fact that all notes printed by Keatinge and Ball, (later the 
sole Confederate note printers) are by the conventional intaglio (engraved 
plate) process, while all printing by Hoyer and Ludwig was by lithog- 
raphy. Secondly: the fact that the $10 note for general circulation is 
generally considered to be by Hoyer and Ludwig, although not so marked. 
The strong similarity between the three types has already been pointed 
out. The discovery of the signed vignette is additional evidence in this 
direction. Thirdly: it is not considered likely that engravers employed by 
Keatinge and Ball would misspell both the name of one of the firm owners 
and the city in which they were located. 

If the notes were prepared by Hoyer and Ludwig the mistakes can 
possibly be explained by the fact that “Keatings” was, and still is, not 
an uncommon surname in the South, “Keatinge” is a rather unusual 
spelling. Columbus, Georgia, was also an important Confederate city 
and it is possible that the error in that respect was caused through con- 
fusion. The possibility also exists that the mistake was made deliberately, 
as according to Lee^ “Hoyer and Ludwig printed no notes after the issue 
of September 2, 1861. This firm sold out about May 16, 1862, etc.” He 
further states “Keatinge and Ball (at first Leggett, Keatinge and Ball) 
appear as engravers on the issue of September 2, 1861, and about August 
19, 1862, the Confederate Government purchased their stock, and made 
them the engravers.” The correspondence of the Treasury has many 
letters showing professional jealousy between the various engravers 
producing the first Confederate issues and it is conceivable that the error 
was made deliberately to discredit Keatinge and Ball. Apparently the 
summer of 1862 was a season of ill-feeling among the various printing 
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firms and no doubt much resentment was caused by the success of 
Keatinge and Ball in obtaining the sole contract for the Confederate 
Treasury. 

One feature of these two notes that is definitely puzzling is the fact 
that facsimile signatures on all known specimens are those of Thomas J. 
Miller, for Register, and Philip B. Hooe, for Treasurer. These two men 
were merely Treasury clerks utilized as note signers. It would seem much 
more logical to have had the facsimile signatures of Robert Tyler, the 
Register, and E. C. Elmore, the Treasurer.

The $10 note intended for circulation. Chase 207, and so used, also 
presents some very interesting features. This note is lithographed in 
black and white, on plain white bond paper, has handwritten serial num- 
bers in red ink, bears no engraver’s name, and is dated 2 September 1862. 
The notes bear the autographic signatures of various clerks utilized as 
signers. 

The note occurs in plate letters I to P, and in three varieties. One 
variety has the word ''Months'' in the label “Six Months After a treaty 
etc.” misspelled ""Month/' and the third variety exists with the “s” in 
“Months” so faint as to be almost illegible. 

The primary point of interest regarding this type is the date: Sep- 
tember 2, 1862. No act of the Confederate Congi:ess authorized notes of 
this denomination bearing this date. All of the previous writers have 
stated that the note was printed by Hoyer and Ludwig, which is likely, 
and that the date is in error, presumably that it should have been Sep- 
tember 2, 1861. The author cannot agree with this premise. The records^® 
of the Confederate Treasury show that the total issue of this type was 
79,400. This figure means that 79,400 notes of each of the eight plate 
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letters were issued, a total of 635,250 notes. This figure includes the 
issue of $500 in “remnants” which will explain the extra 50 notes in the 
above figures. The Register!® further shows that issue commenced on 
October 25, 1862, and ceased on January 8, 1863. It is not conceivable 
that an issue of 635,250 bank notes, continuing over a period of nearly 
three months, bearing such an obvious error as the date could have gone 
unnoticed. The only other instance of a Confederate note issued bearing 
the wrong date, the $2 note listed by Bradbeer® as Number 286, and 
Chase"^ as Number 113, was brought about through (apparently) mis- 
understanding on the part of the printer, and was caught before many 
notes were issued. As a result the note is quite rare today. Such a row 
was raised about that error that the issuance of another note with the 
wrong date would not be likely to go unnoticed. Other rare instances of 
notes being issued with errors in make-up or the plate letters or numbers 
were apparently caught quickly. As a consequence these errors are very 
rare. The matter of the error in the spelling of the word “Month” is 
somewhat academic. It is thought that one or two of the printing stones 
were set up with the “s” omitted, and that these notes were issued at the 
same time as the variety with “Months” properly spelled. Beyond a doubt 
it was noticed and corrected before printing of the issue was completed. 

There is no definite explanation available concerning the date of 
this note. It was obviously printed in 1862, along with the other issues 
of the September 2, 1861 issue. The records of its issue are contained in 
the section of the Register^® showing the issue of notes under the Act of 
August 19, 1861. This is the Act under whose authority the issue of the 
notes dated September 2, 1861, was made. 

Another very interesting feature of this note was the recent dis- 
covery of a counterfeit by Philip H. Chase. This counterfeit is of par- 
ticular interest in that it is of superior workmanship as compared to the 
genuine note. It is apparently printed from either intaglio plates, or 
some embossing process, and is on a good grade of bank note paper. Of 
the two known specimens the serial numbers and the signatures do not 
check with the data indicated in the Register^®. This must be considered 
as Prima Facie evidence of spuriousness. This counterfeit is interesting 
in that it is one of the very few known instances where the counterfeit 
is superior to the genuine. 

The three notes discussed in this article deliver a challenge to the 
collector of an inquisitive turn of mind as they constitute one of the few 
remaining numismatic mysteries of recent years. It is hoped that through 
diligent research, and the possible discovery of as yet unknown Confed- 
erate Treasury records or correspondence that some day the true story 
of these enigmatical notes will be fully known, as have so many others 
of this fascinating field of numismatic endeavor.

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MEDALS OF THE NEW YORK NUMISMATIC CLUB 

By HERBERT J. ERLANGER, New York 

The New York Numismatic Club has now existed for over forty 
years and has celebrated its 500th consecutive monthly meeting on 
August 11, 1950. During this time quite a few medals have appeared and 
will be described in the following together with the circumstances sur- 
rounding them. 

Unfortunately neither the records of the manufacturers nor the 
correspondence of the club officers with them nor even the minute books 
of the club meetings are in existence in their entirety any more. Nor 
are any of the charter members living at this time. 

Whatever could be found, however, in the nature of documentary 
evidence has been used; and in addition the recollections of various 
early members, and particularly the invaluable information furnished 
by F. C. C. Boyd, who for so long had been an officer of the club, were 
available, and the thanks of the author are extended to all that have 
helped to bring the surviving evidence together. 

For purposes of classification the medals can be divided into those 
generally available to all members and into those not so available. 
Finally there are some medals planned but not actually executed. 


I. MEDALS GENERALLY AVAILABLE 
There are actually nineteen such medals. Seventeen of those honor 
the sixteen past presidents, one of them existing with two different 
reverses. The two others are the following: 


Convention of the American Numismatic 

Association in New York 1910 

King Victor Emanuel III of Italy 1919 


The New York Numismatic Club is one of the very few numismatic 
organizations that has an unbroken series of medals depicting all its 
past presidents from its inception to date. In 1924 the late Thomas 
Elder wrote a letter in his well-known vitriolic style and insisted that 
the club discontinue the issue of further presidential medals which he 
considered an “imposition pure and simple” but fortunately his plea 
had no effect, and the club has continued its series until the present day. 


The Club elects its presidents for the period of one calendar year at 
a time, but all presidents with the exception of Mr. Saltus have served 
more than one term, and Mr. Saltus passed away during his first term. 
Thus since the inception of the club in December 1908 there have been 
seventeen presidents including the present incumbent Mr. Damon G. 
Douglas. 

The names of the past presidents among which are those of many 
nationally and even internationally-known numismatists are the fol-

All medals are of uniform size, the diameter being 38 millimeters 
or inches. 

On the obverse each medal has the bust of the person in whose 
honor it was struck and the medal on the New York Convention of the 
A.N.A. has the seal of that organization. 

The reverse in each case shows the seal of the New York Numis- 
matic Club. However, there have been two different seals in the course 
of time. 



The first seal was suggested by Mr. Howland Wood and designed 
by Victor D. Brenner, the designer of the U.S. one-cent piece with the 
bust of Abraham Lincoln. It was officially adopted on November 11, 
1909 and shows two arms extended towards the left, one hand holding 
a magnifying glass, the other a coin. Below in two lines are the words 
ORG. DEC. / 1908; the legend around starts at the bottom and runs 
clockwise reading . THE . NEW . YORK . NUMISMATIC . CLUB . . This 
reverse was used for the presidential medals through that for Mr. Boyd 
as well as for the A.N.A. Convention medal. The die of the old seal was 
then sold to Mr. Elliott Smith at the meeting of September 12, 1919. 



The second seal, used for all other medals was designed by Mr. 
Swanson who did not like the old seal and persuaded the other members 
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that the club ought to have a new one. The design was first exhibited at 
the regular meeting of June 12, 1919. It shows a male figure looking 
slightly to the left and holding a lighted torch in the extended right 
hand and a coin in the left. In the background are a Greek temple, an 
Egyptian pyramid and the Column of Hadrian. The legend running all 
around the medal reads in the upper part NEW YORK NUMISMATIC 
CLUB and in the lower part ORGANIZED 1908. The Boyd medal also 
exists with the second reverse and these specimens were struck in com- 
memoration of Mr. Boyd’s term of office in 1923. 

Mr. Swanson was also the designer of the obverses of all the presi- 
dential medals from Mr. Heaton through Mr. Deas as well as that for 
King Victor Emanuel. The Higgins medal was designed by Victor D. 
Brenner, and beginning with the medal for Mr. Sghia the obverses of 
the presidential medals have been designed by Mr. Karl Gruppe. 

The Higgins, Heaton and Smith medals as well as the A.N.A. Con- 
vention medal were struck by Whitehead and Hoag, Newark, N. J., 
whereas all medals thereafter to the present day were struck by the 
Medallic Art Company, New York. 

All medals exist in bronze, and at least one specimen of each exists 
in silver inasmuch as Mr. Boyd owns a complete set in that metal. In 
addition, the Wood, Newell and Deas medals exist in nickel, the Smith, 
Boyd, Saltus and Swanson medals in gold, the Newell medal in platinum 
and the Deas medal in palladium. Details will be found in the appended 
list of medals. 

All bronze medals are numbered on the edge, except the Boyd 
medals with the new reverse and some Wood medals which were re- 
strikes officially ordered by the club. One unnumbered specimen of the 
Boyd medal with the first reverse has also been found. It might be an 
error or also a restrike and, of course, there may be more. 

The silver presidential medals beginning with the one for Mr. Sghia 
are also numbered on the edge, the numbering starting with the num- 
ber 1 as it does on the bronze specimens. Furthermore there are num- 
bered specimens of the silver Blake medals and it was the intention at 
the time to number all medals, silver and bronze alike, in one series, the 
numbers on the silver medals to start where those on the bronze ones 
ended. The result was utter confusion, doubtless due to the fact that 
the medals were not all struck at one time, but rather as the orders 
came in. As shown below, the actual strikings amounted to 23 in silver 
and 49 in bronze. Yet a random search has revealed silver specimens 
with numbers 10, 36, 37 and 39 and bronze ones with 13, 16, 19, 20, and 
24 as well as an unnumbered silver specimen; enough to show con- 
clusively that no consistent system was followed. In any event the idea 
of numbering all medals in all metals in one consecutive series was 
forever abandoned. 

In addition to most of the bronze and some silver medals the 
palladium specimen of the Deas medal is numbered bearing the number 1. 

The medals in all other metals are unnumbered. 

In addition to the numbering the Swanson and Newell medal also 
carry the dates of the presidential terms on the edge while otherwise 
these dates appear on the obverse or not at all. 
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The details regarding the dates at which the medals were issued, 
the numbers issued, the disposition made of the dies, etc., as far as they 
could still be ascertained are tabulated below together with any unusual 
variations in the design of the obverse. A short biographical sketch of 
each past president is also appended. 

Insofar as uncancelled dies are still in the custody of the Medallic 
Art Company, it has been resolved at a recent meeting that no restrikes 
can be made without a special resolution of the membership. 


BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES 
Francis Carolus Higgins 



Mr. Higgins was born at Philadelphia, Pa., on January 7, 1867, the 
son of Paul Lajas Higgins and Clara C. Enos. He was educated at Shat- 
tuck Military Academy, Minnesota, and Dr. Faeris’ Academy, Phila- 
delphia, and at a very early age started his newspaper career under 
George Childs of the Philadelphia Public Ledger. After being New York 
correspondent for some Western papers, he went to Europe in 1889 as 
special correspondent for the New York Press and the Boston Daily 
Globe and remained in Europe for many years residing in London, Dub- 
lin, Stockholm, Copenhagen, Berlin, Cologne, Basel, Brussels, Paris, 
Vienna, and Rome. In 1903 he married in London Mile. Marie Louise 
Jeanne Gillot and had three children. He returned to America around 
1905 and died in New York on December 10, 1928. 

Mr. Higgins wrote various articles on numismatic subjects, as e.g. 
“Copper Coins of Modern Europe,” and also did some work as an amateur 
designer of medals. He was a Fellow of the Royal Numismatic Society 
of Great Britain. But in his later years his activity in numismatics 
decreased, and he became mainly interested in the study of ancient 
cabalistic science as well as comparative religion. 
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Augustus Goodyear Heaton 



Mr. Heaton was born at Philadelphia, Pa., on April 28, 1844, the 
son of Augustus Heaton. Early showing a strong artistic disposition, 
he started to study art at the age of seventeen, and two years later went 
to Paris, where he entered the Ecole des Beaux Arts in 1864. He returned 
to America in 1866 where he taught for four years at the School of 
Design for Women. He lived as a painter in Philadelphia, New York, 
and Paris, was president of the Philadelphia Sketch Club, and an Asso- 
ciate of the Pennsylvania Academy of Fine Arts. His painting “The 
Recall of Columbus” is in the Senate Wing of the U.S. Capitol. In his 
later years he retired to West Palm Beach and died in Washington, D.C., 
on December 11, 1930. He had one son. 

Mr. Heaton wrote many articles on numismatic subjects for The 
Numismatist and was president of the American Numismatic Associ- 
ation for several years. His most important numismatic work is on mint- 
marks of U.S. coins. He had a large collection of One and Three Dollar 
pieces and of silver coins with mintmarks. He was also the author of a 
religious epic “The Heart of David,” and other poetic works. 


Elliott Smith 



Mr. Smith was born in New York City in 1866. He was educated in 
private and public schools and then went to college. After being con- 
nected with the New York Central Railroad and a cement importing 
house, he joined his father’s firm Candee Smith and Howland Co. in 
1896. This concern dealt in building materials, and Mr. Smith eventually 
became its Vice President and Secretary. He was also very active in 
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patriotic societies and in politics without, however, ever holding elective 
office, his one attempt to run for election proving unsuccessful. Mr. 
Smith lived in New York and for some time in New Rochelle, N. Y. He 
died on March 29, 1944, at Newburgh, N. Y. 

Mr. Smith was a patron of the American Numismatic Society and 
a Member of its Council, Life Member No. 1 of the American Numis- 
matic Association and a life member of the British Numismatic Society. 


Frederick C. C. Boyd 



Mr. Boyd was born at New York, N. Y., on April 10, 1886, the son 
of James Boyd and Arabella Sherwood. (A different statement appearing 
in an early Yearbook of the Club is incorrect according to information 
given by Mr. Boyd.) He became Advertising Manager of the American 
Tobacco Company in New York City, later was an executive of the old 
firm of H. B. Claflin & Co. and finally of the United News Company. In 
1946 Mr. Boyd retired from business and now lives in Ringoes, N. J. 

At the age of thirteen he started collecting U.S. large, cents, and 
after completing the series, he showed them to the late David Proskey. 
Mr. Proskey examined the pieces and then said, '‘Freddie, that is not a 
collection, that is a lot of junk.” Then Mr. Proskey proceeded to give 
Mr. Boyd a lesson on condition and showed him his private collection 
of U.S. cents. After seeing this, Mr. Boyd decided to sell his own and 
did so to the late T. L. Elder. He then started a new collection and from 
then on only bought coins in the finest condition. He collected U.S. and 
colonial coins in all denominations, fractional currency, colonial and 
continental paper money, broken bank bills, Confederate issues, regular 
U.S. currency, U.S. and English war medals and decorations, political 
medals and tokens. New York store cards and Hard Times Tokens, Ori- 
ental and Latin-American coins, and most recently, autographs of the 
signers of the Declaration of Independence. 

Mr. Boyd has held every office in the New York Numismatic Club 
except that of Vice President. He is an honorary member of the New 
York and Philadelphia Clubs, a Life Fellow of the American Numis- 
matic Society, a Life Member of the American Numismatic Association, 
a member of the Bronx and Chicago Coin Clubs, and of the New Jersey 
Numismatic Association. He is also an Associate Curator of Modern 
Coins of Yale University. 
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Dr. Daniel Webster Valentine 



Dr. Valentine was born in New York City on March 7, 1863. He 
was educated in private and public schools and received his degree of 
D.D.S. from the New York College of Dentistry in 1887. With the excep- 
tion of one year which he spent in Vienna, he practiced in New York 
from 1887 to 1896 in which latter year he moved to Englewood, N. J., 
where he remained until his death on January 24, 1932. He was married 
to Miss A. Belle Colwell in 1896 and had two daughters. 

He got interested in numismatics very early in life and eventually 
specialized in fractional paper money and half dimes. He wrote on both 
these subjects, and a monograph on the latter was published as No. 48 
in the series of Notes and Monographs of the American Numismatic 
Society. Dr. Valentine was also a member of the American Numismatic 
Association. 


Albert Romer Frey 



Mr. Frey was born in New York City on February 17, 1858. He 
attended the College of the City of New York, and after being a cata- 
loguer in the old Astor Library, a principal of a public school, and a 
journalist, he finally accepted a position with the New York Custom 
House, where he remained for thirty years. He was married to Miss 
Josephine Betts and had one daughter. He died in New York on 
February 10, 1926. 

Mr. Frey was extremely active in numismatics. From 1901 to 1903 
he was First Vice President and from 1903 to 1906 President of the 
American Numismatic Association, and in 1911 he edited The Numis- 
matist, He wrote extensively on numismatic subjects, his best-known 
works being the “Dictionary of Numismatic Names,” “The Dated 
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European Coinage Prior to 1501,” and “Tokens and Medals Relating to 
Numismatists and Coin Dealers.” In 1924 he received the Huntington 
Medal of the American Numismatic Society. He was also interested in 
Shakespearian studies. 


John Sanford Saltus 



Mr. Saltus was born at New Haven, Conn., on March 9, 1854, the 
son of Theodore Saltus and Susan Elizabeth Sanford. He was educated 
at Anthon Grammar School and at the Art Students League in New 
York, and except for several extended trips through the United States and 
abroad, he remained in this city. In 1885 he married Medora S. Hubbell 
of Philadelphia, also an artist. She died in 1906, and since then Mr. 
Saltus spent the larger part of his time abroad, principally in Paris. He 
died suddenly in London on January 24, 1922 from accidental poisoning. 
He was instrumental in the erection of the statue of Joan of Arc on 
Riverside Drive in New York and gave a copy of this statue to the city 
of Blois in France. He also established and endowed a gold medal to be 
awarded annually by the National Academy of Design for excellence in 
painting or sculpture. 

Mr. Saltus had been interested in numismatics for many years. He 
served as Vice President and President of the British Numismatic 
Society, was a Vice President, Honorary Governor for Life, and Bene- 
factor of the American Numismatic Society, and established that So- 
ciety’s annual medal for excellence in medallic art, known as the Saltus 
Medal. His collection of foreign decorations and American insignia is 
also in the museum of the Society. He wrote various articles on numis- 
matic topics and Shakespearian subjects, and on the mystery surrounding 
Louis XVII of France. 


Jonathan M. Swanson 
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Mr. Swanson was born in Chicago, 111., and was educated at the 
Lake View High School and the Chicago Art Institute. He intended to 
become a structural engineer and worked for some time with the Illinois 
Steel Co. Eventually, however, he turned to art and became a designer 
for metal novelties such as medals, tokens, and badges. In this capacity 
he came East and worked with Whitehead and Hoag in Newark. During 
the visit of the A.N.A. Convention to that establishment in 1910, he met 
Mr. Higgins, then president of the New York Numismatic Club, and thus 
began his connection with the organization which yielded the majority 
of its medals as well as its currently used seal. Mr. Swanson himself 
considers the Frey presidential medal the finest of the lot. 

At present Mr. Swanson is living in New York and engaged mostly 
in illustration work for educational textbooks, but also in pictorial work. 

Mr. Swanson designed many medals other than those for the New 
York Numismatic Club, and a number of them is on permanent exhibit 
at the American Numismatic Society. 

George H. Blake 



Mr. Blake was born at Springfield, Mass., on May 12, 1858 where 
he lived until his family came to Jersey City, N. J., in 1874. On May 12, 
1880, he married Miss Florence MacLaughlin, who died on July 9, 1940. 
He has two children. For nearly 50 years Mr. Blake had been connected 
with the Sole Leather Tanning trade and the manufacture of leather 
belts. He had been Secretary and Treasurer of the National Association 
of Leather Belting Manufacturers for 40 consecutive years when he 
retired from business in 1928. Since that time Mr. Blake has been living 
in Jersey City except for various trips to Europe where he spent some 
time in Paris, London, and Rome. 

In the early Nineties Mr. Blake became interested in the collecting 
of U.S. paper money, and although he later extended his collecting 
activities to U.S. and foreign gold and silver, his primary interest has 
always remained with paper money. In 1908 he published a pamphlet 
of 58 pages on U. S. paper money which became a standard work on the 
subject and was widely used by banks, libraries, and colleges as well as 
by the U.S. Treasury Department. It was a means of creating many new 
collectors of paper money and established paper money firmly as a 
branch of numismatics. Recently this work was revised, brought up to 
date, and was incorporated in Dr. Frank Limpert’s “U.S. Paper Money, 
Old Series.” 

Mr. Blake joined the New York Numismatic Cliib at its second 
meeting and held the office of President and Vice-President. He also 
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served for 26 years as Treasurer of the American Numismatic Association 
and was upon his retirement made Treasurer Emeritus. Mr. Blake is a 
member of 16 numismatic organizations, in eight of which he holds life 
or honorary membership. 


Moritz Wormser 



Mr. Wormser was born on August 26, 1878 at Heidelberg, Germany. 
He spent his early youth at Wiesbaden, Germany where he attended 
school until he came to New York in 1896. Here he attended Columbia 
College where he received a degree in 1899. After having received a 
further degree from Colorado College in 1900, he returned to Columbia 
University and there received his civil engineering degree in 1903. He 
was engaged in contracting until 1911, when he turned to the commer- 
cial financing business which he continued until 1935. In that year he 
formed the New Netherlands Coin Company, which still exists and is 
now owned by his son Charles. Mr. Wormser died in New York on 
May 22, 1940. He was married and had three children. 

He became interested in coin collecting around 1890 while still in 
Germany and formed a very large collection of a general nature. One 
of his principal interests was the coinage of Transylvania on which he 
published a comprehensive article in the Journal of the American Numis- 
matic Society in 1915. 

Mr. Wormser was extremely active in organized numismatics. He 
was for five years President of the American Numismatic Association 
and served for many years on its Board of Governors. He was instru- 
mental in installing the collection of the A.N.A. as a loan exhibit at the 
Smithsonian Institution, where it now bears his name. He was a Fellow 
of the American Numismatic Society and served on its Council from 
1930 until his death. He also was a member of many coin clubs. 


Howland Wood 
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Mr. Wood was born on May 30, 1877 at New Bedford, Mass., the 
son of George Howland Wood and Elizabeth A. Doane. He lived in 
Providence, R. I., until he graduated in 1900 from Brown College. He 
then moved to Boston, Mass., where he remained until he came to New 
York in 1913 as Curator of the American Numismatic Society. He died 
in New York on January 4, 1938. 

Mr. Wood was professionally identified with numismatics during his 
entire adult life. He was General Secretary of the American Numismatic 
Association from 1904 until 1909 and Chairman of its Board of Gov- 
ernors from 1909 to 1912. In addition he was Associate Editor of The 
Numismatist in 1908 and Assistant Editor from 1909 to 1913. He edited 
the American Journal of Numismatics from 1910 to 1920 and the Notes 
and Monographs of the A.N.S. thereafter until his death. During the 
first World War he arranged an exhibit of military insignia which is 
now in the Smithsonian Institution, and in 1920 he received the Hunting- 
ton Medal of the A.N.S. 

Mr. Wood wrote many books on numismatic subjects and was a 
member of the Royal Numismatic Society, the Boston Numismatic 
Society and the Philadelphia Numismatic and Antiquarian Society. 


Edward Theodore Newell 



Mr. Newell was born in 1886 at Kenosha, Wisconsin. He was edu- 
cated at Yale University where he received his degrees in 1907 and 1909. 
Thereafter he devoted his entire life to the study of numismatics and is 
generally acknowledged to have been one of the great numismatists of 
our times. In 1905 he had joined the American Numismatic Society, he 
was elected as a Member of its Council in 1910, and in 1916 he became 
its President, which he remained until his death on February 18, 1941. 
He was also a Fellow of the Royal Numismatic Society, the British 
Numismatic Society, an honorary member of the Societe Royale de 
Numismatique Beige, as well as a life member of the American Numis- 
matic Association and a member of various coin clubs. Furthermore, 
he was President of the New York Chapter of the Archaeological Insti- 
tute of America and delegate of the American Numismatic Society to 
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the American Council of Learned Societies. He was the first recipient of 
the Archer M. Huntington Medal in 1917; in 1929 he also received the 
Prix Allier de Hautecock from the Academie Francaise. 

His collection m.ay be said to have been one of the first ten collec- 
tions of ancient coins in the world, and he wrote profusely particularly 
in the Hellenistic field, which was his specialty. A large number of the 
publications of the American Numismatic Society are from his pen. His 
collection and his papers are now in the Museum of that Society with 
which he was so closely associated. 

He was married to Mrs. Adra Nelson Marshall Newell. 


Arthur W. Deas 



Mr. Deas was born on March 8, 1869 in New York City, and edu- 
cated in the public schools there and at the City College of New York. 
About 1885 he went to work for a publishing firm as a bill collector, but 
in 1895 he joined the New York Telephone Company, with which he 
remained until his retirement in 1934 and served in an executive capacity 
in Elmira, Syracuse, Buffalo, and New York, where he returned in 1915. 

In 1883, Mr. Deas’ family moved to Staten Island where their prop- 
erty adjoined the Sailors’ Snug Harbor, an institution for old retired 
sailors. Mr. Deas got to know many of the old sailors, and they gave 
him foreign coins and stamps which first awakened the collector’s 
instinct in him. 

Later he moved to Port Richmond, also on Staten Island, where he 
took an interest in local politics and was elected secretary of the Fire 
Brigade and to the School Board. He also joined the Masons and served 
as Master of the Lodge in 1900. 

As a coin collector, Mr. Deas specialized in the minor issues of all 
countries of the world, feeling that this was the currency that actually 
circulated amongst the people. He was a member of the American 
Numismatic Society and the American Numismatic Association. 

He was also an ardent Stamp collector belonging to many philatelic 
organizations. He was President of the New York Collectors’ Club at 
the same time that he was President of the New York Numismatic 
Club and is the only person that ever was President of both clubs. 

Mr. Deas had been married twice and had three sons and one daugh- 
ter from his first and two daughters from his second marriage. He died 
in New York on December 3, 1950. 
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Otto Thomas Sghia 



Mr. Sghia was born on August 28, 1889, at Parma, Italy. In 1892 
his parents brought him to New York, and he was educated in the public 
schools of that city. His entire business career was connected with the 
paper business, and he now owns a wholesale paper concern specializing 
in products for the wholesale drug industry. 

He is married and has one daughter; he lives in the Bronx, N. Y. 

He started collecting at the age of six and has formed a large general 
collection containing approximately 15,000 coins. His present special 
interests are Crowns of the World and Hard Times Tokens. 

Mr. Sghia is a member of various coin clubs and organized the 
Bronx Coin Club in 1933, serving as its First President from its incep- 
tion until 1939. 


Thomas Francis Morris 



Mr. Morris was born in Brooklyn, N. Y., on January 16, 1890, the 
son of the late Thomas F. Morris, who was Chief Designer of the Amer- 
ican Bank Note Company (1869-1887), then Superintendent of the Homer 
Lee Bank Note Company (1887-1893) and finally Chief of the Engraving 
Division, Bureau of Engraving and Printing, Washington, D. C. (1893- 
1897). 

Mr. Morris now resides at Larchmont, New York and is Assistant 
to the President of Combustion Engineering-Superheater, Inc. He is 
also Vice President and Treasurer of the Collectors Club (N.Y.) and 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Essay-Proof Society. 

He became interested in numismatics in 1931 and formed a collec- 
tion of U.S. and foreign paper money, broken bank notes, and also of 
gold and silver coins of the U.S. He has written many articles on the 
subject of paper money and the early bank note companies, as well as a 
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biography of James Smillie, engraver and winner of the Smeltzer award 
of the Essay-Proof Society, and a history of the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing. 


Joseph H. Spray 



Mr. Spray was born on August 9, 1887 at Nottingham, England. 
He came to the United States in December 1889 and was educated in 
the public schools of New York and at Columbia University. He is a 
chemist by profession and the head of the Warner Bros. Pictures 
Laboratories in Brooklyn, N. Y. He is married and lives at Ruther- 
ford, N. J. 

He started coin collecting in 1903 and was quite active until 1907. 
Thereafter his interest lapsed, but he resumed his activities in 1941 and 
now specializes in U. S. and British coins in the finest condition available. 
He has contributed several articles to the Coin Collectors Journal and 
has assisted in the preparation of the Standard Catalogues of Wayte 
Raymond 1946-1948. 

Mr. Spray has also been active in Chess, Chemistry, Science, and 
Masonic Societies. 


Tabulation of Pertinent Facts Regarding Each Official Medal 

Higgins: 1 specimen in gold was presented to Mr. Higgins by the Club in 
recognition of his services in organizing it and being its first presi- 
dent. The presentation was to be made at the meeting of September 
9, 1910, but since the gold specimen was not ready, he was on that 
occasion given merely a bronze specimen and received the gold 
medal a few days later. 

110 copies were struck for the members. The exact facts cannot be 
ascertained any more, but presumably most of them were in 
bronze, although both the American Numismatic Society and Mr. 
Boyd have one specimen in silver each. 

Heaton: The medal was voted on October 11, 1912; the cast exhibited on 
November 9, 1912, and 75 medals purchased December 13, 1912. 
They were distributed on January 10, 1913; the die and hub were 
cancelled; the die given to Mr. Smith and the hub to Mr. Swanson. 
Nothing definite can be ascertained about the metals in which the 
medal was struck, but quite possibly all but three were in bronze, 
since Mr. Boyd recalls that one silver specimen each went to him, 
Mr. Smith and Mr. Wilson. 

Smith: Mr. Swanson recommended the striking of this medal on January 
8, 1915; the cast was exhibited March 12, 1915, and the medal re- 
ceived April 9, 1915. One silver specimen each was given to Mr. 
Boyd and Mr. Frey and a gold specimen presented to Mr. Smith by 
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the Club. Otherwise there is nothing known about the number 
struck. 

Boyd: The original Boyd medal with the old seal obverse was voted at 
the meeting of February 9, 1917, and 75 bronze medals were re- 
solved to be ordered at the following meeting of March 9, 1917. 
However, at the meeting of June 14, 1918, at which the medals 
were delivered to the subscribers, it was disclosed that only 50 had 
been struck in bronze. In addition, one gold specimen was pre- 
sented at the same meeting by the Club to Mr. Boyd, and he has 
a silver one as well. The new issue with the second Club seal as 
reverse was struck in silver (12 specimens) and bronze (8 speci- 
mens) according to the records of the Medallic Art Co. 

Valentine: The medal was originally authorized at the meeting of De- 
cember 13, 1918, but the model was not exhibited until the meeting 
of December 9, 1921, at which time orders were received. The de- 
sign and die work were approved at the meeting of February 10, 
1922. Eight specimens in silver and 50 in bronze were struck. 

Frey: The medal was originally authorized at the meeting of April 9, 
1920, but the Medallic Art Committee did not adopt the design 
until June 13, 1924. It is the only design that shows leaves in the 
background of the obverse, while the obverses of all other medals 
are plain. According to the invoice from the Medallic Art Co. 12 
silver and 29 bronze specimens were struck although the latter 
figure is given as 30 in The Numismatist (XXXVII.555). The die 
was cancelled, and thrown by Mr. Frey into the East River. 

Saltus: The obverse design of the medal was exhibited at the meeting of 
September 14, 1923, and a report on the medal given and filed by 
the Medallic Art Committee at the meeting of June 13, 1924. 

Twenty-two silver and 75 bronze specimens were struck, as well as 
two in gold. The striking of these models took place at intervals 
from December, 1923, to September, 1924, and the gold specimens 
in this case were actually offered for subscription to the members. 

Swanson: The Medallic Art Committee was instructed to proceed with 
the medal on October 10, 1924, the design was exhibited and ap- 
proved on June 10, 1927, the Executive Committee authorized the 
placing of the order on July 8, 1927, and a specimen in gold was 
presented to Mr. Swanson by the Club on August 12, 1927. Thirteen 
medals were struck in silver and 50 in bronze in addition to the 
one in 14k gold, but apparently there were some additional strik- 
ings until the Club at its meeting of December 12, 1927, resolved 
that no more were to be struck except by special authorization of 
the Club. 

Blake: The matter of the medal was first taken up by the Medallic Art 
Committee on October 14, 1927, but the model was not completed 
until October 11, 1929. Twenty-three silver and 49 bronze specimens 
were struck. 

Wormser: Mr. Swanson was commissioned to design this medal on Feb- 
ruary 14, 1930, and its model was completed on October 14, 1932. 
Seven specimens in silver and 35 in bronze were struck of this 
medal. 

Wood: This medal was also the 25th Anniversary Medal of the Club and 
bears an appropriate inscription on the obverse above the bust of 
Mr. Wood. It was also the first in the series to be struck in nickel 
from metal donated by the International Nickel Co. of Canada, 
Ltd., and, in fact, was the first pure nickel medal struck for any 
numismatic club or society anywhere. It was supposed to be ready 
for the 25th Anniversary meeting on December 9, 1933, but actually 
the model was only exhibited at the meeting of September 14, 1934, 
and the medal placed on sale at the following meeting of October 
12, 1934. Eleven pieces were struck in silver, 42 in bronze and 20 
in nickel. Later restrikes in bronze were officially authorized by 
the Club. They have no number on the edge. 
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Newell: On December 11, 1936, it was resolved to strike this medal in 
silver and bronze. Arrangements were made with Mr. Swanson and 
the order for the die placed on February 12, 1937, but the medal 
was not finished until early in 1940 at which time 16 specimens 
in silver, 34 in bronze, 11 in nickel and one in platinum were issued. 
The last named which was struck on the flan of a New York 
World’s Fair Medal was presented by the Club to Mr. Newell, at 
the meeting of March 8, 1940. 

Deas: The medal was voted on August 9, 1940, the cast exhibited on 
December 13, 1940, and the distribution took place at the next 
meeting of January 10, 1941, at which time also a new supply was 
ordered. The total amount struck is 10 in silver, 37 in bronze and 
12 in nickel. Besides, Mr. Boyd presented to Mr. Deas a specimen 
in palladium which also was struck on the flan of a New York 
World’s Fair Medal. The Deas medal is the last one designed by 
Mr. Swanson. 

Sghia: The medal was voted on April 9, 1943, and at the meeting of June 
11, 1943, it was resolved that the obverse should be designed by 
Mr. Gruppe. Due to wartime restrictions the medal could at the 
time be delivered by the Medallic Art Company in silver only. 
After the war, however, bronze specimens were ordered and the 
total struck is 34 in silver and 25 in bronze. The silver medals were 
distributed at the meeting of September 10, 1943. 

Morris: The model was exhibited on January 12, 1945, the cast exhibited 
and 55 medals in silver and 25 in bronze ordered, on February 9, 
1945. The distribution of the silver specimens took place on June 8, 
1945. The bronze medals were ordered simultaneously with the 
bronze Sghia medals after the war. 

Spray: The arrangements with Mr. Gruppe were made late in 1948, the 
model displayed on March 11, 1949, and the medals distributed on 
July 8, 1949. Seventeen were made in silver and 35 in bronze. 



A.N.A.: At the meeting of July 21, 1910, it was made known to the mem- 
bers that the program of the forthcoming Convention of the 
American Numismatic Association in New York would include a 
visit to the establishment of Whitehead and Hoag at Newark, N. J., 
where each member would receive a specially-struck Convention 
medal of which “only a small numbered edition’’ would be struck. 
It cannot be ascertained how many copies were actually struck. 
They are fairly numerous in bronze, but only very few exist in 
silver. 
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King Victor Emanuel: This medal was authorized at the meeting of No- 
vember 11, 1918, which was not only the 10th anniversary meeting 
of the Club but happened to coincide with Armistice Day and the 
50th birthday of King Victor Emanuel of Italy who was an Hon- 
orary member of the Club. 

The meeting saw fit to celebrate all this by ordering a medal 
struck in honor of the King. Both the obverse and reverse were 
executed by Mr. Swanson and the models were exhibited at the 
meeting of June 13, 1919. It was the first medal to show the new 
seal of the Club on the reverse, and it was then decided to continue 
this new reverse for all future medals. 

The new seal (made from the die of the new reverse) and a speci- 
men of the medal in gold were exhibited at the next meeting on 
July 11, 1919. 

Gold from coins of the three principal Allies of the first World 
War, the United States, Great Britain, and France, had been used 
to make the flan of this gold medal and it was presented to the 
late King through the American Embassy in Rome. 

No record exists of the number of specimens struck for the mem- 
bership, but 20 bronze and 5 silver medals were reported as having 
been sold at the meeting of August 8, 1919, and 25 bronze and 9 
silver coins at the meeting of September 12, 1919.. 

Furthermore, one silver medal was given to Mr. Swanson and two 
bronze medals were sent to two members of the Club then living 
in Italy. This would indicate that at least 47 bronze and 15 silver 
medals were issued in all. The die was acquired by Mr. Elliott 
Smith. 


II. SPECIAL MEDALS 

In addition to these medals which were sold to the membership, a 
number of special issues were made which showed the Club seal but 
which were not generally distributed. 

They are the following: 
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1. Frey Vice-Presidential Medal - The obverse of this medal showing Mr. Frey 
with his characteristic hat is in the nature of a caricature and was derived 
from a large electrotype medal made several years before and mentioned as 
well as illustrated at the end of Mr. Frey’s article on medals relating to 
numismatists and coin dealers {The Numismatist, XVIII, p. 365). 

The reverse is the old Club seal. 

This medal although authorized by the Club was actually struck at the order 
and expense of Messrs. Boyd, Smith, Wilson, and Wood and was presented 
to Mr. Frey at the meeting of April 13, 1917, in commemoration of his con- 
tinuous service as Vice President since the inception of the Club. It there- 
fore carries the dates MCMVIII-MCMXVII and nine stars on the obverse. 

It exists in a variety of medals, namely 5 specimens in silver, 5 in copper- 
bronze, 1 in pure copper, 5 in aluminum, 5 in brass and even 5 in leather 
which were struck to counteract the bad luck of Friday, the thirteenth, the 
day of presentation, as is stated in the minutes of the meeting. 

None of the medals are numbered on the edge. 



2. A special medal was struck for Mr. Boyd in acknowledgement of his efforts 
as Arrangements Chairman of the A.N.A. Convention of 1922. It has lettering 
on the obverse and the Club seal on the reverse and was presented to Mr. 
Boyd at the meeting of September 8, 1922. The lettering is engraved and 
reads as following: 

Presented to / F. C. C. BOYD / IN APPRECIATION OF / HIS UNTIRING 
EFFORTS / ANA CONVENTION / AUG. 26-31, 1922. 

3. A similar medal although not on the same event was struck for Mr. Proskey 
and presented at the meeting of December 14, 1923. 

4. A similar medal was struck for Mr. Elliott Smith and presented at the meet- 
ing of June 11, 1926. 

Furthermore, some mules were made which although struck with the 
approval of the Executive Committee can hardly be considered as official. 
According to Mr. Boyd they are the following: 

Smith and Boyd 
Smith and Frey 
Boyd and Valentine 
Boyd and King of Italy 

Only one of each was struck, and they are all in silver. 


III. PROPOSED MEDALS 

Mention is also made in the minutes of the Club meetings of two 
medals which apparently never were struck. 

The first was a commemorative medal for the 20th anniversary of 
the Club which was voted at the meeting of March 9, 1928. Its design 
was left to the Executive Committee, and it was planned to give each 
member in good standing a copy in bronze while the copies in silver and

additional copies in bronze were to be sold. However the medal was 
never struck. 

Furthermore at the meeting of October 13, 1933, it was announced 
that the International Nickel Company was going to strike a special 25th 
Anniversary medal for the Club, but this was never done either. As 
pointed out above, the Wood Presidential medal served as the official 25th 
Anniversary medal of the Club, and the International Nickel Co. merely 
gave the metal for the nickel specimens. 


DEBATE ON THE DATING OF THE SHEKELS 

(Continued) 

By J. U. GILLESPIE, New Smyrna Beach, Florida 

I read with pleasure the article of Harry J. Stein on the dating of 
the thick shekels in the November issue of The Numismatist, Without 
desiring to prolong the discussion of this subject, I wish to submit the 
following comments thereon: 

(1) Exception is taken to my statement that the copper coinage 
of the First Revolt is of flat fabric with bevelled edges, irregular in 
shape and quite crude. As an example, the characteristics which I 
comment upon are all quite evident from an examination of the coins 
in the A.N.S., and an examination of B.M.C. Palestine, any large sale 
catalogues, and all prominent works on the subject will show that these 
characteristics predominate in the entire issue of the First Revolt. On 
the contrary, I have never seen a shekel or half shekel with a bevelled 
edge, and only a very few of pronounced irregularity in shape. The 
workmanship on some specimens is not as good as that on others, par- 
ticularly of the first and fifth years, but the general characteristics of 
the shekels are predominantly uniform. Also the fact that the bronze 
coins generally attributed to Simon have rounded edges shows a kinship 
to the shekels and leads to the conclusion that they belong to the same 
series. If these bronzes belong to the fourth year of the revolt why 
would they have rounded edges when the bronzes of the second and 
third years of the revolt mostly have bevelled edges? My conclusion is 
based upon the outstanding characteristics of each series and not upon 
exceptional specimens. I submit, that it is not valid to draw a conclusion 
from exceptional specimens and to disregard the evidence of the series 
as a whole; e.g., some siege coins are very well designed and struck, 
whereas others of the same issue are extremely crude. 

(2) Mr. Stein has reached the same conclusion which Dr. Pick 
reached and which I commented upon, namely that Simon Maccabeus 
struck no coins, although it was first expressed by Garucci many years 
ago. (Diss. Arch, di vario Argomento, Vol. II, p. 31, Rome, 1865 — Cit. 
Madden, p. 72.) I repeat that this idea is so revolutionary as to upset 
the basis of Jewish numismatics. Before that view is accepted the 
entire subject of Jewish numismatics should be reviewed and a full and 
fair investigation made based upon as many specimens as can be obtained 
and a searching analysis of all historical records bearing upon both the 
period of the Maccabees and the Revolt. Reifenberg, probably the lead- 
ing modern authority in favor of the First Revolt, does not accept it. 
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One hesitates to be critical of the late Dr. Pick, but I believe if he 
were living he would welcome criticism of his article which appeared 
in the Numismatic Review in 1945. The editorial comment which intro- 
duces that article points out that “what we have is a kind of finished 
draft, there are one or two loose ends that the author perhaps hoped 
to finish in the proofs, a few expressions that he might have changed 
for clarity; and it must also be remembered that the original manu- 
script (now lost) contained some penciled-in additions. The style is 
extremely concise and occasionally the author assumes considerable 
knowledge on the part of his reader.” Indeed, I question whether Dr. 
Pick ever intended the article to be published as it is. 

This query is justified by some manifest errors which appear in 
the manuscript as published: 

(a) That the shekels are “silver coins which the Syrian overlord 
would hardly have permitted the minor vassal to issue.” Head, in the 
Historia Numorium, 2nd Edition, lists a number of vassal states which 
enjoyed the right of coinage under the Kings of Syria. 

(b) Dr. Pick states that Sir George Hill attributed the shekels to 
the Second Revolt. Hill, in B.M.C. Palestine, attributes them to the 
First Revolt and in his “Historical Greek Coins” he attributes them to the 
period of the Maccabees. 

(c) Regarding the bronze of this series. Dr. Pick says: “During the 
second and third year of the war in Judea, small bronze coins with a 
bunch of grapes on obverse and a small amphora on reverse were 
issued.” This is not correct. There is no combination of coins of the First 
Revolt with a bunch of grapes on the obverse and an amphora reverse. 
The coins of that type belong to the Second Revolt. 

(d) Dr. Pick states that the inscription on the bronze coins “can 
only refer to the defeat and flight of Cestius Gallus.” How can this 
conclusion be valid when the flight of Gallus occurred in the sixth 
month of the first year of the Revolt? Dr. Pick follows that remarkable 
statement immediately with this statement which is hardly consistent 
with the first: “Whether victories in two different years are thus cele- 
brated or whether the same triumph is being celebrated in years 2 and 
3 will be difficult to decide as we do not know with which authority or 
leader lay the decision whether a new and important enough victory 
had been won, apart from the liberation of Zion.” 

(e) In his discussion of the bronze coins which bear the words 
“Chazi” and “Rebia” (V 2 and ^/4), Dr. Pick states that they bear two 
entirely different dates. So far as I can ascertain from an examination 
of Rogers, Madden, Hill, Reinach, and Reifenberg, these coins are of 
only one date and all of the fourth year. 

(f) Most surprising is that in another sentence of his same dis- 
cussion, Dr. Pick refers to these series of bronze coins as “three undated 
series.” Possibly he meant “unassigned” or “unattributed.” 

(g) I feel that Dr. Pick’s reference to the “unfriendly terms pre- 
vailing between Simon and the King,” is likewise open to challenge. 
It depends entirely upon the time to which one refers when one men- 
tions unfriendly terms. The accounts of the relationship between Simon 
and Antiochus in Josephus and the Book of Maccabees show that the 
friendliest of terms existed at one time, even to the extent of Simon 
dispatching a substantial body of troops to help Antiochus. One is 
justified in concluding that when some of the shekels were struck (or 
supposed to have been struck), these relations were cordial. 

(3) With regard to the reliability to be placed upon the letter of 
Antiochus VII to Simon, or in other words the Book of Maccabees, 
manifestly in a discussion of this kind we cannot go very deeply into 
exegetics. Suffice it to say that one large branch of Christendom recog- 
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nizes the Books of Maccabees as canonical, or inspired ; whereas, another 
branch of Christendom denies their canonicity but admits the historical 
value of the first Book. There is nothing about the letter which would 
indicate that it is a spurious interpolation in an early manuscript. In 
this connection, Reifenberg says, “As against Willrich, there is no 
reason to doubt the authenticity of this decree.” 

(4) The question of whether Hyrcanus would have had the 
temerity to institute the Jewish coinage without the example of Simon 
to follow is expressed by me merely as a doubt. At the time Hyrcanus* 
coinage was actually instituted, he was in a struggle with Antiochus. 
The doubt is based upon that condition and it makes no difference 
whether one feels that Hyrcanus* coinage should have some relation 
to Simon*s or that one would expect continuity with a monetary system. 
The fact is that the shekels do not fit in with any other issue of the 
Hebrew nation. As Hill points out, they are as unlike any other coinage 
as are the Persian darics and sigli. The only similarity to any other 
Jewish coins which the shekels possess is to the bronze pieces which 
are attributed even by Reifenberg to the period of the Maccabees. 

With regard to the intrinsic evidence to be derived from a study 
of the coins themselves exclusive of historical and archaeological data, 
my conclusion is that if you put the shekels side by side with the coins 
of the First Revolt, visually there is no similarity nor continuity with 
them and the coins which precede and follow. If you put them at the 
beginning of the Jewish coinage or before that of John Hyrcanus, the 
only apparent continuity or resemblance is with the bronze pieces of 
Simon. 

With regard to Mr. Stein’s conclusions 1 and 2: first, the main 
point I wished to make was that we cannot be dogmatic in discussing 
the Jewish coinage. The word “proof’* is used; with all due respect, I 
personally would have preferred the use of the word “evidence.** My 
entire purpose is to show that in the interests of science the question 

cannot be considered as closed and those who take that position are 

unjust to the study of numismatics. 

On the absence of coins attributed to Simon in the excavations at 
Beth-Zur and Bethel, Reifenberg points out that all of these bronze 
coins attributed to Simon excepting one type are of the utmost rarity 
and that only three coins of the later Maccabean period were found at 
Beth-Zur even though such coins are most common. These bronze 
pieces, therefore, must have been of an extremely limited issue and 
consequently we are not surprised that none have been found in these 
excavations. 

It all seems to boil down to this: that in order to establish the 

correctness of their theory, the proponents of the First Revolt must 

also establish that these copper coins were not issued by Simon either, 
that Simon issued no coins and that these bronze coins do belong to 
the First Revolt. They have to do it because of the similarity between 
the shekels and these bronze coins. They are the only pieces in the 
Jewish series which have any resemblance to the shekels. If it is 
admitted that they belong to Simon, then the strongest argument of 
all immediately follows — that the shekels likewise are to be assigned 
to Simon. 
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The small bronze coins of the First Revolt are undoubtedly cor- 
rectly attributed, but the minute common characteristic of the shekels 
and some of these specimens, namely, that “the letters of the legends 
are often surrounded by slight depressions in the field,” is hardly 
strong enough upon which to base the conclusion that both belong to 
the same period and to the same series. The other differences in the 
coins are too manifest. One characteristic can be imitated by a later 
engraver. The tendency of one artist to imitate another, or to follow 
the example of another is a fact which alone shakes the foundation of 
Mr. Stein’s conclusion on this point. If I correctly understand what is 
referred to by these “slight depressions in the field,” I would call atten- 
tion to the fact that the same characteristic does exist in a large number 
of Roman Sestertii. 

One cannot but be impressed by the archaeological evidence dis- 
closed in Dr. Reifenberg’s monograph on the famous hoard of Tyrian 
and Jewish shekels although he himself admits that the facts connected 
with the discovery of the hoard are not conclusively established. We 
might point out that the archaeological facts are evidence, not proof. 
So, likewise, the intrinsic characteristics of the coins themselves. We 
can call all these facts “circumstantial evidence,” but not proof, whereas, 
on the other hand, the statements of Josephus and the Book of Macca- 
bees may be considered as positive testimony, distinguished from cir- 
cumstantial evidence, and therefore nearer what we mean by the 
word proof. 

To sum up the whole situation, we might say that the archaeo- 
logical evidence predominantly favors the conclusion that the coins were 
struck at the time of the First Revolt; the historical evidence, by far 
the most important, on the other hand predominantly favors the Macca- 
bean period; and the evidence from the coins themselves, i.e., style, 
fabric, module and epigraphy, all can be argued both ways. 


HOW OUK COINAGE BECAME MECHANIZED 

6/ WALTER BREEN, A.N.A. No. 12421, Boston, Mass. 

Probably one of the most characteristic results of the Industrial 
Revolution was the increasing use of the machine for all operations 
that did not require original designing or hand-finishing, in mass pro- 
duction factories. At the Philadelphia Mint this development came rather 
late, between about 1828 and 1837, and so far as I know the story has 
never been told before. 

Actually the first beginnings of mechanization of our coinage go back 
to 1793. In the earliest years of our coinage, most dies were completely 
hand-cut, and as Dr. Sheldon says, a good deal of the die engraver’s 
personality went into each one. With the Liberty Caps of 1793 and the 
first three obverses of the 1794 cents, however, we see the first use of 
a hub for the head; in the next few years a few more are known to 
have been used, and in 1795 this was officially acknowledged. Docu- 
ment 81 in AMERICAN STATE PAPERS FINANCE Vol. I is a report 
of Elias Boudinot for the Committee appointed to examine and report 
on the state of the Mint, dated February 9, 1795; among other things 
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Mr. Boudinot said: (in a tabulation of the duties of the Mint officers) 
. . The Engraver, whose actual duties are the raising and furnishing 
of all punches . . . the engraving and sinking of all original dies and the 
raising of all hubbs (sic) that are struck out of them.” The heads of 
the 1795, 1796 and later cents are from hubs, as are the reverses in the 
later part of 1798 through 1800, and the same is true of some other 
denominations. 

The next development of mechanization in the Mint was partly a 
result of the Mint fire of January 1816. A barrel full of hot wood ashes 
in the yard adjoining the Mint’s mill-house set fire to this and the 
adjacent building; these contained equipment for rolling and drawing 
and some other operations necessary in manufacturing the planchets for 
gold and silver coinage. When repairs were begun, the machinery that 
was found not to have been damaged by the fire had to be replaced also, 
as it was nearly worn out, and the old wooden buildings were supplanted 
by new brick ones. These repairs occupied the entire year of 1816, and 
in the Report of the Director of the Mint for that year, dated January 1, 
1817, the repairs are said to be nearly complete, including the installa- 
tion of a great deal of new machinery and the replacement of horsepower 
by steam power for some operations. (Apparently this did not include 
the coining presses — see below. ) 

The most noticeable result in the coinage seems to have been the 
first appearance of brilliant proofs in the best sense of that word, in 
1817. The designs both before and afterwards were stereotyped, the 
heads, eagles on gold and silver coins, and wreaths on the coppers all 
being put on from hubs, but the engravers still had to do much hand 
finishing work, the dies still showing quite considerable differences, such 
as the 15-star cent of 1817. 

A slight digression is in order here on the question of proofs. The 
late J. G. Macallister believed that proofs were made almost every year 
since 1793. Present-day cataloguers seem to agree with him by their 
descriptions, notably of the 1796 silver coins, and the specimens them- 
selves would appear to bear him out. The explanation is about as fol- 
lows: From the start of Mint operations, the officials presented samples 
to Washington, congressmen and certain bigwigs. These presentation 
pieces were intentionally made to resemble proofs as far as that could 
be done ; they were struck from polished dies on polished planchets, care- 
fully selected and well centered, but strictly speaking they are not proofs 
in the sense in which the coins struck after 1817 for the same purpose 
are proofs. 

This is because the special presses used afterwards for striking 
medals and proofs were not available before 1817; it is supposed that 
such presses were part of the equipment the Mint authorities installed in 
1816 as a result of the Mint fire. Actually this is just a technicality, as 
the pieces were made for the same purpose and have about the same 
appearance, but care is necessary to distinguish these intentional presen- 
tation pieces from those which have a similar surface but were not 
specially made but went from the Mint as regular coins. These latter 
generally both before and after 1817 have weak or imperfect border 
beading, imperfect stars or centering, or some other feature detracting 
from their appearance; Newcomb noted the same phenomenon on page 8 
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of his U. S. COPPER CENTS 1816-1857. 

Returning to the mechanization of our coinage, we see that the 
next step came with some improvements the engraver Kneass initiated 
in 1828 and afterwards. The principal features of these are the resump- 
tion for the first time since 1793 of beads in the borders instead of 
serrations or radial lines, and a much cleaner execution and finish in 
the devices. In 1828 the dimes with small date exhibit this new tech- 
nique; the following year Kneass used it on the quarter-eagles and the 
small date “type of 1830’^ half-eagles, and when half-dime coinage was 
resumed July 4, 1829 (the same day on which construction of the New 
Mint building and its machinery began) these also bore the same im- 
provements. After a short lapse, the half-cents and quarter dollars 
appeared in 1831 with the same techniques, and by 1834 all the coined 
denominations had benefited to some extent thereby. These techniques 
in part seem to have coincided with the 1833 removal of the Mint to 
larger quarters at Juniper and Chestnut streets, with still further (but 
only vaguely indicated) improvements in the machinery. 

A slight regression apparently took place in the latter part of 1834 
and through 1836 ; border beading was again abandoned for radial lines, 
generally much finer than on previous issues. This is seen on practically 
every denomination, and its explanation is unknown. With the Gobrecht 
patterns of 1836, however, beading was reintroduced, and continued 
(slightly modified) on all issues except a few patterns until the 1909 
Lincoln cent and designs thereafter adopted. This incidentally dates the 
1804 dollar (which has beaded borders) at one of two periods: Either 
Kneass engraved the dies before 1834, near the time of presentation of a 
complete set of U. S. coins to the Imam of Muscat (which is supposed to 
have contained an 1804), or else as David Proskey maintained, Gobrecht 
made the dies between 1836 and 1842. 

When M. Alexandre Vattemare visited the Mint in 1838, there was 
no 1804 dollar in evidence; but that does not prove the dies were made 
later, as the officials in charge may well have concealed the dies and any 
newly-made impressions to hide the fact that “novodels” were being 
made at that period. In any case, the first mention of dollar dies in this 
period (presumably AW46, with C. GOBRECHT F. in field) is in the 
1835 Report of the Director of the Mint, dated January 1, 1836: “One 
of the engravers of the Mint is now engaged in preparing a silver dollar 
die.” 

Documentation is provided in the 1836 Report of the Director of 
the Mint, dated January 17, 1837, for the last bout of mechanization of 
diemaking at the Mint, under Gobrecht and Kneass. The coins referred 
to were apparently from the dies made for use in 1837, with Liberty 
seated, on the smaller silver coins; on these and later issues of prac- 
tically all denominations, both obverse and reverse are mechanically 
executed from hubs. The first steam coinage, referred to in the extract 
from the above mentioned report which is quoted below, was commem- 
orated by a copper token or medalet issued by the Mint bearing on one 
side a rayed Liberty cap like that on issues of the Pacific Co. in 1849, and 
also similar to the device on a gold dollar pattern of 1836 by Gobrecht 
and a trime pattern of 1850 (AW50 and 110) ; the reverse of the token 
bore a floridly decorated inscription giving the occasion and the date 
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March 23, 1836. I quote the Director’s account of the 1836 Mint 
improvements : 

. . Before 1836 the dies were formed only in part from the hub - 
much work still remained to be executed by the engraver before they 
were ready for coining. By a modification of the process lately intro- 
duced, the entire impression on the die is transferred by the aid of the 
press alone; thus, not only saving much unnecessary labor to the en- 
graver, but securing the desirable object of making the dies for the 

same denominations of coins exact facsimiles of one another. 

“On March 23 last, the first steam coinage in America was executed 
at this Mint, and the performance of the press in which the power of 

the lever was substituted for that of the screw, has answered all our 

expectations. Since that time, all the copper coins have been struck by 
this press, and it has lately been used with success for coining half 
dollars. The workmen are now engaged in making other steam presses, 
and, as these are completed, coining by human labor will be abandoned. 

. The milling of the pieces, heretofore done exclusively by hand, is 
now . . . also executed by steam power.” 

It is uncertain whether by the “milling” the Director referred to the 
upsetting process applied to planchets or the application of an edge de- 
vice. The latter was done by use of a collar, since with the adoption of 
Gobrecht’s half-dollar design the old lettered edge was abandoned on 
U. S. coins, and never resumed except on a few patterns (AW1714). 
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MASONS PICTURED ON UNITED STATES PAPER 
CURRENCY AND POSTAGE CURRENCY

Many of the notes of the United States have on them the portraits 
of famous American Masons, or depict events of interest to Masons, 
because of the Masons who participated in them. 

Although many of the notes mentioned here are rarities and not 
likely to be available to the average collector, others can be secured 
with relative ease, and should form an important part of the collection 
of the Masonic Numismatist. 

George Washington, first President of the United States, whose 
portrait appears on so many of the large-size notes of the United States 
and on nine of the type notes of Postal and Fractional Currency, was 
born February 22, 1732, at Wakefield, Va., and died December 14, 1799, 
at Mt. Vernon, Va. He was raised, August 4th, 1753, at Fredericksburg 
Lodge, No. 4, Virginia. On June 24, 1784, he was made an Honorary 
Member of Alexandria Lodge No. 39, Alexandria, Virginia. He was the 
only President ever to serve as Master of his lodge during his term of 
office. 

Washington’s portrait first appeared on United States paper cur- 
rency with the issue in 1863 of a beautiful National Bank note which, 
on the left, depicts Washington crossing the Delaware, and on the right, 
a Continental soldier, kneeling in prayer, while the figures of Justice, 
Liberty, and Peace may be seen behind him. This note, of $50 denom- 
ination, was issued from 1863 to 1865; again from 1870-1875, and from 
1882 to 1908. 

Washington’s portrait is on the Legal Tender note of 1869, and this 
same obverse was used in 1878, 1880 and 1917. The denomination of this 
note is $1. The portrait is in the center of the note, and the Landing 
of Columbus is shown at the left. 

On the reverse of the $1,000 National Bank note, original series, 
1864, is a beautifully engraved reproduction of a painting of Washington 
Resigning his Commission. A vignette of Washington is to be found on 
the reverse of the $5 National Bank note of 1882-1908. There is also a 
vignette of the Capitol at Washington on the reverse of this note. 

Martha Washington’s portrait is on the $1 Silver Certificate, second 
issue of 1886 and 1891. Her portrait appears with that of President 
Washington on the reverse of the $1 Silver Certificate, third issue of 
1896; the obverse of this note depicts History Instructing Youth. I 
believe that these are the only instances of the portrait of a Mason’s 
wife on a United States note. 

On the $2 Silver Certificate, fourth issue, 1899 there is a vignette 
of Washington, between two figures representing Mechanics and Agri- 
culture. 

The $20 Gold Certificate, seventh issue, of 1905-6 and 1922 bear 
Washington’s portrait; and the $1 United States note and the $1 Silver 
Certificate of 1923 carry the same portrait of Washington that is used 
on the smaller-sized notes first issued in 1928 and still in use. 

Washington is the only Masonic President portrayed on the United 
States Postage and Fractional Currency issued between August, 1862, 
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and February, 1876. When the gold, silver and copper money disappeared 
from circulation upon the outbreak of the Civil War, General F. E. Spin- 
ner, then Treasurer of the United States, conceived the idea of first 
pasting upon slips of paper, in definite amounts. United States Postage 
Stamps in the semblance of money. The convenience of this was soon 
recognized and the Congress authorized the regular issue of Postal Cur- 
rency. The semblance of Postage Stamps was printed on this first regular 
issue, on the same plan as General Spinner’s original arrangement. 
“Fractional Currency’’ soon succeeded “Postal Currency,’’ which remained 
in use until it was again possible to issue small coins in copper and silver. 

The first issue of “Postage Currency’’ was from August 21, 1862, to 
May 27, 1863. Washington’s picture appeared on the semblance of a 100 
Postage Stamp on the Ten Cent Washington “Shin Plaster,’’ and the 
semblance of five of these 100 Postage Stamps bearing Washington’s por- 
trait appeared on the Fifty Cent Washington bill. 

The Second Regular Issue of October 10, 1863 to February 23, 1867, 
carried the portrait of Washington on all denominations. These were 
the Five Cent, Ten Cent, Twenty-Five Cent and Fifty Cent denominations. 

The Third Regular Issue of “Fractional Currency,’’ December 5, 
1864 to August 16, 1869, included the Three Cent Washington and the 
Ten Cent Washington denominations. 

The Fourth Regular Issue, July 14, 1869 to February 16, 1875, car- 
ried Washington’s portrait on the Twenty-Five Cent note only. 

The portrait of Alexander Hamilton appears on six of the type 
notes of the large-size United States paper currency, as well as on the 
smaller-sized currency now in general use. He was born at Nevis Isle, 
West Indies, January 11, 1757. He was fatally injured in a duel with 
Aaron Burr, and died the following day, July 12, 1804, in New York City. 
Hamilton’s Masonic record has never been found; but he was known to 
be a Mason and it is thought that he was a member of a New York lodge. 

A vignette of Alexander Hamilton, First Secretary of the Treasury 
of the United States, appears on the Demand and Legal Tender note in 
the $5 denomination, first issue, March 10, 1862; first issue, March 10, 

1862, 2nd obligation; and the third issue, March 10, 1863. 

Hamilton’s picture is next found on the $50 Legal Tender note, first 
issue, March 10, 1862, 2nd obligation and the Third issue, March 10, 

1863. 

The same portrait of Hamilton appeared next on the $2.00 Legal 
Tender note, second issue, 1862. 

The $20 Legal Tender note, fourth issue, 1869, 1875, 1878, and 1880 
also carries Hamilton’s portrait. 

The $1,000 Gold Certificate, second issue, 1870-1; third issue, 1875; 
fourth issue, 1882 ; and ninth issue, 1922 carries a portrait of Hamilton. 

The $1,000, $5,000 and $10,000 Federal Reserve notes of 1918 are 
the last of the old series of large-sized notes to carry Hamilton’s portrait. 
The present-day, small-sized $10 notes also carry the portrait of this 
distinguished Mason, Patriot, Statesman and Economist. 

The portrait of Robert Morris, a signer of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence appears on two of the type notes. He was born at Liverpool, 
England, January 31, 1734 and died at Philadelphia, May 7, 1806. Robert 
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Morris is said to be a Mason in “The Constitution and Freemasonry 
(1937)” issued by the Masonic Service Association. His Masonic record 
is not known to me. 

The $1,000 Legal Tender note, first issue, first obligation of 
March 10, 1862 ; the $500 Legal Tender note, first issue, second obligation 
and the $500 Legal Tender note, third issue of March 10, 1863 all carry 
Morris’ portrait. 

The $10 Silver Certificate, first issue, 1878 and the first issue of 1880 
are the only other United States notes to honor Robert Morris. 

Benjamin Franklin, whose portrait appears on three of the type notes 
of the old series, large-size, as well as on the new small-size notes, is well 
known for his Masonic interests. He was born at Boston, Massachusetts, 
January 17, 1706 and died at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, April 17, 1790. 
He was made a Mason June 24, 1731 in St. John’s Lodge of Philadelphia, 
and was elected Junior Warden June 24, 1731, Worshipful Master, June 
5, 1732, and Provincial Grand Master in June 1734. In 1799, while in 
Paris, he was elected Venerable of the Loge des IX Soeurs. 

Franklin is first depicted on the $10 National Bank note of 1863-6, 
and on subsequent $10 National Bank notes of 1875, 1882, 1882-1908, 
and notes of 1870-75. On these notes Franklin with kite is shown at the 
left and on the right side of the notes, an eagle and maiden are depicted. 

Franklin’s portrait next appears on the $50 Legal Tender notes, 
fourth issue, 1874, and in 1875, 1878, and 1880. 

The last of the old series large-sized notes on which Franklin is 
portrayed is the $100 Federal Reserve note of 1914. His portrait appears 
on the present-day small-sized $100 notes. 

Soldiers at the Battle of Lexington are depicted on the $20 National 
Bank note of 1863-6, 1875, 1882-1908, 1870, 1872, 1873, 1874, and 1875 
with different reverses. Many members of the Masonic fraternity, includ- 
ing John Hancock, Joseph Warren, and Paul Revere played important 
roles in this historic battle. 

DeWitt Clinton is portrayed on the $10 Silver Certificate, fourth 
issue, 1869 and on the $1,000 Legal Tender note, fourth issue 1878, and 
fourth issue, 1880. Clinton was born at Little Britain, New York, March 
2, 1769. He died at Albany, New York, February 11, 1828, while serving 
as Governor of New York State. Clinton was made a Mason in Holland 
Lodge, September 3, 1790. In 1794 he became its Worshipful Master. 
Within less than five years from the time when he had been made a 
Mason, he was elected Junior Grand Warden, and in 1798, he was elected 
Senior Grand Warden. In 1806 Clinton was elected Grand Master and 
served continuously in that office until June 7, 1820. He served as Grand 
Commander of the Grand Commandery and as General Grand High 
Priest of the Grand Chapter, Royal Arch Masons. 

Andrew Jackson, whose portrait appears on three of the type notes 
of the United States, was born in Lancaster County, South Carolina, on 
March 15, 1767. He was elected President in 1828 and re-elected in 1882. 
He died near Nashville, Tennessee, June 8, 1845. 

Jackson’s portrait is on the $5 Legal Tender note, fourth issue, 1869 
and on the notes of the same denomination of 1875, 1878, 1880, and 1907. 

Jackson’s portrait also appears on the $10 Federal Reserve note of 
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1914, on which the portrait is in the center. On the $20 Federal Reserve 
notes of 1915 and 1918, the portrait appears as a vignette at the left of 
the note. 

The $10 Legal Tender Note of 1923 has Jackson’s portrait in the 
center and the present-day, small-sized $20 note carries his picture. 

The portrait of Oliver Hazard Perry, leaving the Lawrence at the 
Battle of Lake Erie is on the $10 National Bank note of 1863-1865, as 
well as on the issues of 1875, the second issue of 1882, and the second 
issues of 1882-1908. It appears on the $100 Coin notes of 1870, 1872, 
1873, 1874, and 1875. 

Oliver Hazard Perry was born at South Kingston, Rhode Island, 
August 23, 1785 and died at Trinidad, August 23, 1819. It has not been 
positively established that Perry was a Mason, although it is probable 
that he was. In the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of Ohio for 1859, 
the Grand Master reports that, in connection with Science Lodge No. 59 
of Sandusky, he had laid the cornerstone of Perry’s monument. “We 
commend,’’ he said, “this subject to the favorable consideration of the 
Masonic Fraternity, with full confidence that they will cheerfully aid in 
perpetuating the memory of their Brother.” 

The $1,000 National Bank note of 1864 depicts General Winfield 
Scott entering Mexico City at the left, and The Capitol at Washington, 
D.C., at the right. Winfield Scott was born near Petersburg, Virginia, 
June 13, 1786. He died at West Point, May 29, 1866. He was made a 
Mason in Dinwiddie Lodge, No. 23, Dinwiddie Court House, Virginia, in 
1895. The Capitol, too, is not without Masonic significance. On Septem- 
ber 18, 1793, President George Washington in a brilliant Masonic cere- 
mony, laid the cornerstone, and the ceremonies were under the super- 
vision of the Grand Lodge of Maryland. 

The portrait of Henry Clay appears on the $50 Legal Tender note, 
fourth issue, of 1869. Clay was born in Hanover County, Virginia, on 
April 12, 1777. He died, while serving as a member of the United States 
Senate, at Washington, D. C., June 29, 1852. He was probably made a 
Mason between 1798 and 1801, and served as Junior Warden of No. 1, 
Lexington, Kentucky in 1802. He became Grand Master of Kentucky 
in 1820. 

The portrait of Commodore Stephen Decatur is on the $20 Silver 
Certificate, first issue, of 1878 and of 1880. Decatur was born at Sinne- 
puxent, Maryland, January 5, 1779 and died at Bladensbury, Maryland, 
March 22, 1820, the victim in a duel. He was made a Mason in St. 
John’s Lodge No. 1, of Newport, Rhode Island, October 12, 1799. 

James Monroe, fifth President of the United States, was born in 
Westmoreland County, Virginia, April 28, 1758. He died at New York, 
July 5, 1831. The second Mason to become President of the United States, 
he was initiated November 9, 1775 in Lodge No. 6, Williamsburg, Vir- 
ginia. Monroe’s portrait is to be found on the $100 Silver Certificate, 
first issue, 1878, and first issue, 1880. 

James Abram Garfield, twentieth President of the United States, 
was born at Orange, Ohio, November 18, 1831. He was shot by a disap- 
pointed office-seeker, July 22nd, and died at Elberon, New Jersey, Sep- 
tember 19, 1881. Garfield is portrayed on the $5 National Bank note of 
1882, brown-back; and on the $5 National Bank notes, green-back. 
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1882-1908. His portrait is also to be found on the $20 Gold Certificate, 
yellow-back, fourth issue, 1882. 

Edwin McMasters Stanton, was born at Steubenville, Ohio, Decem- 
ber 19, 1814. He became a member of Lincoln’s Cabinet in 1862 as Secre- 
tary of War. He was appointed a Justice of the Supreme Court on 
December 20, 1869, but died on December 24, 1869. Stanton’s portrait 
appears on the $1 Treasury or Coin note of 1890 and 1891. His portrait 
also appears on the Fifty-Cent Fractional Currency note of the Fourth 
Regular Issue (July 14, 1869 to February 16, 1875). He was a member 
of Steubenville Lodge No. 45, Steubenville, Ohio. 

John Marshall, Secretary of State, 1800-1801, was born in Fauquier 
County, Virginia, September 24, 1755. He served as Secretary of State; 
then (^hief Justice of the Supreme Court, an office he held for some thirty 
years. He died at Philadelphia, July 6, 1835. Marshall’s portrait appears 
on the $20 Coin note of 1890, as well as on the $10 Coin notes of 1890 
and 1891. He was a member of Richmond, Virginia, Lodge No. 10, and 
Grand Master of Virginia, October 28, 1793-1795. 

David Glasgow Farragui, the first Admiral of the United States 
Navy, was born at Knoxville, Tennessee, July 5, 1801, and died at Ports- 
mouth, New Hampshire, August 14, 1870. While Farragut’s Masonic con- 
nection is beyond a doubt, his record is unknown. The Lodge which 
conducted his funeral at Portsmouth, New Hampshire, has no record 
of the Admiral’s affiliation. Farragut is portrayed on the $100 Treasury 
note or Coin notes of 1890 and 1891. 

Robert Fulton, American inventor and engineer, is portrayed on the 
reverse of the $2 Silver Certificate, Third Issue, 1896, on the obverse of 
which is depicted Science presenting Steam and Electricity to Commerce 
and Manufacture. Robert Fulton was born in Lancaster, Pennsylvania, 
November 14, 1765. He died at New York, February 24, 1815. He was 
a member of Hiram Lodge in New York. Fulton’s portrait appears be- 
side that of Samuel F. B. Morse. 

Meriwether Lewis, Secretary to President Jefferson, and in charge 
of the Lewis and Clark expedition to the Pacific Coast, was born near 
Charlottesville, Virginia, August 18, 1774. On his return from the Lewis 
and Clark Expedition, he was made governor of the northern part of the 
territory obtained. He died October 11, 1809. He served as first Wor- 
shipful Master of St. Louis Lodge No. Ill, in the Territory of Missouri. 
Lewis is portrayed in a vignette at the left side of the obverse of the $10 
Legal Tender note (Buffalo Note) Fifth Issue, 1901. William Clark, who 
helped Lewis lead the Expedition, was born in Caroline County, Virginia, 
August 1, 1770. He died at St. Louis, Missouri, September 1, 1838. He is 
thought to have been a Mason, but his record is not known. Clark’s por- 
trait appears in a vignette at the right of the obverse of this Note. 

William McKinley, twenty-fifth President of the United States, was 
born at Niles, Ohio, January 29, 1843. During the Pan-American Exposi- 
tion at Buffalo, New York, he was shot by an assassin, and died in Buf- 
falo, September 14, 1901. He was raised May 3, 1865, in Hiram Lodge 
No. 21, Winchester, Virginia. Affiliated August 21, 1867, with Canton 
Lodge No. 60, Canton, Ohio. Charter Member of Eagle Lodge (later 
William McKinley Lodge No. 431), Canton, Ohio. McKinley is portrayed 
on the $10 National Bank note of 1902. His portrait also appears on the 
current, small-sized note in the $500 denomination. 
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Michael Hillegas, first Treasurer of the United States, was born at 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, April 22, 1729. He died in Philadelphia, 
September 29, 1804. He was a member of Lodge No. 1, The Moderns, 
Philadelphia, and served as Junior Warden. The portrait of Michael 
Hillegas appears on the $10 Gold Certificate, Seventh Issue, 1907, and 
the Gold Certificate of the same denomination. Seventh Issue, 1922. 

The reverse of the $100 Treasury or Coin note of 1863-5 carries a 
reproduction of the painting by Trumbull, of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. Among Masons identified in this painting are John Hancock, 
Roger Sherman, Robert R. Livingston, and Benjamin Franklin. As the 
obverse of this note portrays Perry at Lake Erie, as has been already 
mentioned, the note is of particular Masonic interest. John Hancock was 
made a Mason in Merchants Lodge No. 277, Quebec, on January 1, 1762. 
and affiliated with St. Andrew’s Lodge, Boston, October 4, 1762. Roger 
Sherman is supposed to have been a member of Hiram Lodge No. 1, Con- 
necticut. Robert R. Livingston was a member of old Union Lodge, and 
served as its Worshipful Master under English constitution in 1771, a 
lodge which appears to have suspended its labor during the War of the 
Revolution. Livingston was Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of the 
State of New York from 1784 to 1800, inclusive. There were many other 
Masonic Signers of the Declaration of Independence, who were present 
at the great moment in American History portrayed on this beautifully- 
engraved note. 

The reverse of the $500 National Bank note of 1864-5 portrays the 
Surrender of General Burgoyne. Lieutenant-General Burgoyne is shown 
surrendering his sword to General Horatio Gates. Major-General Hora- 
tio Gates was born in Malden, England, in 1728. He died in New York 
City, April 10, 1806. He was known to be a Mason ; but when and where 
he received his Degrees is not known. In the American Army at Sara- 
toga were Kosciusko, Benedict Arnold, and Daniel Morgan, all Masons. 

The portrait of General Winfield Scott Hancock, American general, 
is on the $2 Silver Certificate, second issue, 1866. Hancock was born in 
Montgomery County, Pennsylvania, February 14, 1823. He died at Gov- 
ernors Island, New York, February 9, 1886. He was, by Dispensation of 
the Grand Master, Initiated, Passed and Raised in Charity Lodge No. 
190, Norristown, Pennsylvania, on March 25, 1859. He received the 
Chapter Degrees at Norristown, Pennsylvania, June 27, 1866; and he was 
initiated in the Orders of the Red Cross and the Malta, January 6, 1871, 
in Hutchinson Commandery No. 32, K.T., and received the Order of the 
Temple, February 9, 1871. 

There are other issues of United States paper currency in addition 
to those mentioned that carry portraits of these famous Masons. 

The $100 Three-year Interest Bearing Note, dated October 1, 1861, 
has the portrait of General Winfield Scott. Washington’s portrait, as 
already mentioned, is on the $500 note of this same issue. Hamilton is 
portrayed on the $50 One-year Interest Bearing note, authorized by the 
Act of Congress, March 3, 1863; and Washington’s portrait is on the 
$100 note of this series. 

The portraits of Hamilton and Washington are on the $50 and $100 
Compound Interest notes, issued by Act of Congress, March 3, 1863, and 
June 30, 1864, respectively. 
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Benjamin Franklin is portrayed on the $10 Refunding notes, dated 
April 1, 1879. 

The portrait of Stephen A. Douglas, who had been Grand Orator of 
the Grand Lodge of Illinois in 1840, is on the $10,000 Currency Certifi- 
cates of Deposit. Douglas was born in Brandon, Vermont, April 23, 1813, 
and died in Chicago, Illinois, June 3, 1861. These Currency Certificates of 
Deposit were issued by Act of Congress, 1872. 

The obverse and reverse of the Great Seal of the United States are 
on the $1 note of the present-day, small-sized issue of 1934. The obverse 
of the present Great Seal of the United States, with slight modification 
of details, is the same as originally adopted in 1782. The reverse of the 
Seal is never used and has never been cut. 

On July 4, 1776, the Continental Congress appointed a committee 
consisting of Benjamin Franklin, John Adams, and Thomas Jefferson 
to devise a seal of the new nation. Perhaps Franklin’s influence is 
responsible for the details of Masonic significance which are apparent 
upon examination of the present Great Seal of the United States. There 
is a truncated pyramid, with an eye enclosed in a triangle surrounded 
by a halo of glory. Underneath the pyramid is the sentence NOVUS 
ORDO SECLORUM. At the base of the pyramid is the number 
MDCCLXXVI (1776). The foregoing symbolic design is Masonic in char- 
acter, and Franklin may have suggested it. 

From the foregoing facts about Masons who are portrayed on 
United States Paper Currency, as well as historical events portrayed 
which are of particular interest because of the members of the Masonic 
Fraternity who participated in them, the Masonic numismatist will get 
some realization of the fascinating search that lies before him, in collect- 
ing at least a few of these Notes. A search into old Lodge Records may 
reveal that many more of the famous Americans portrayed on our paper 
currency were also Masons. 

This study, like any attempt of this kind, is not complete; but if it 
serves to interest Masons in combining their interest in numismatics 
with Masonic research, it will have served its purpose.

Williamson was an accomplished photographer as well as an outstanding numis- 
matist.

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DETROIT’S ANNIVERSARY MEDALLION 

Probably one of the first acts of the organizing committee appointed 
by the Mayor of Detroit in 1949 to develop plans for Detroit’s 250th 
Birthday Festival in 1951 was the decision that there should be a com- 
memorative medallion struck for the occasion. Months before the present 
corporate and committee organizations were formed, this committee 
requested the Medallic Art Company of New York, to have designs pre- 
pared by Mr. Rene P. Chambellan, a prominent sculptor in New York 
City, for the two sides of a Medallion to commemorate Detroit’s 250th 
Anniversary. In October 1950 the Festival Corporation placed an order 
for a quantity of these Medallions, which will reach Detroit and be 
available for sale early in March 1951. Because of Government restric- 
tions on the use of bronze for commemorative medallions and other 
civilian uses, it will not be possible to purchase an additional supply 
at a later time. 

The design on the obverse is an original design of the Landing of 
Cadillac at the site of old Fort Pontchartrain ; and the design on the 
reverse shows the impressive Detroit skyline from the river, featuring 
the new Civic Center and its proposed buildings, and also shows old Fort 
Pontchartrain, thus linking the past with the present and the future.

One of the particular opportunities afforded by National Coin Week is 
that of introducing our hobby to many individuals who have been unacquainted 
with its fascinating possibilities. It is to their advantage, as well as ours, that 
we make every opportunity to interest them in the field of numismatics. Not 
only does a hobby greatly enrich one’s leisure time, but in many cases it pro- 
vides the opportunity for relaxation and escape from everyday worries that so 
often result in the development of neurotic and psychosomatic ills. 

One of the surest ways to give permanency to interest in numismatics is to 
associate the individual officially with others following the same pursuit. For 
this reason, as well as for enlarging the fellowship of our numismatic fraternity, 
every effort should be made to secure new members during National Coin 
Week, for the American Numismatic Association, and for the coin club in 
your local area. 

At the same time, the 1951 National Coin Week theme, “Numismatics of 
American History,” will provide the opportunity for securing a sympathetic 
interest in numismatics from a large segment of the population who will never 
become collectors themselves.

Class B will involve points 
based on “ceilings” for each type of activity, and will be tailored particularly 
to provide smaller clubs, and those not having access to advantages of large 
metropolitan centers, with an opportunity to compete on an equitable basis. 
Each club will be permitted to choose its own class of competition. The larger 
metropolitan clubs will find that Class B will not adequately evaluate their 
efforts, and should therefore select Class A. Smaller clubs, or those with lim- 
ited publicity outlets, will find Class B preferable for an adequate evaluation 
of their activities. Identical awards will be made in both classes.

Suggests that the A.N.A. Undertake 

Distribution of Uncirculated Coins 
Dear Mr. Mosher: 

Ever since the U. S. Mint began 
operations in Philadelphia in 1793 it 
has been possible to obtain sets of 
uncirculated coins either directly from 
the Mint or from the U. S. Treasury 
Department. These sets, purchased in 
the earlier days by a mere handful of 
collectors, are now the gems in the 
cabinets of modern collectors. 

Within the last year this service to 
the public has been discontinued and, 
as far as I can learn, no attempt has 
been made to have it resumed. 

Surely there is some manner in 
which collectors can obtain uncircu- 
lated sets of current coins without 
waiting until they are offered by spec- 
ulators several years hence. 

I am aware that the service was 
not a profitable one to the U. S. 
Treasury Department. For that mat- 
ter I could name a good many services 
performed by our Government that 
are likewise unprofitable. 

Why wouldn’t it be possible for the 
A.N.A. to undertake the distribution 
of current sets of uncirculated coins? 
Perhaps one of the affiliated clubs 
would volunteer to distribute them 
at cost plus a small fee for handling 
and mailing. Or perhaps a committee 
of members living near to each other 
could be appointed to handle the dis- 
tribution. To accomplish such a proj- 
ect we would need the cooperation 
of the U. S. Treasury Department and 
the Federal Reserve Bank. I sincerely 
believe that they would cooperate. 

Naturally, the A.N.A. would be 
required to underwrite the cost of the 
coins at face value. At the most, if 
the scheme went sour, the only loss 
would be the trifling one of carrying 
charges and insurance. 

We have nothing to lose and every- 
thing to win in attempting to per- 
petuate this grand old American 
institution. 

I’d like to see other collectors 
express their opinion on this matter.

Historian Wants Old Records 

Elsewhere in this issue is a belated 
obituary of an early member of the 
A.N.A. Enos C. Verkler, number 359, 
formerly of Chicago. There are many 
cases where such prominent numis- 
matists, after long tenures in the 
association, seem to drop from the 
limelight and their records remain 
incomplete. The Historian would 
appreciate information regarding any 
of these members of years ago. 

It is possible that quite a few of 
them are still living, still active col- 
lectors and perhaps members of some 
local coin club. There were no age 
limits in the first years of the organi- 
zation and many lads from nine to 
fifteen joined. Wm. R. Sherman of 
Newport, R. I., number 373 was the 
youngest person to ever join the 
A.N.A. He was nine years of age at 
the time, April 1, 1902. He would be 
fifty-eight now, and perhaps is still 
collecting. Dating back to the very 
beginning, the records of many mem- 
bers, some quite prominent, remain 
obscure. For example, such members 
as J. A. Heckelman, number five, of 
Cullom, 111., who later moved to 
Virginia; Wm. Von Bergen, number 
seven, a dealer of Boston, and Chas. 
Hazlett, number nine, of Portsmouth, 
Ohio. All were prominent members 
from 1891 to 1906 or 08. Others such 
as F. W. Coning, number 107, of 
Seattle, Wash., and F. J. Naftel, num- 
ber 164, a banker of Montreal, were 
still members in the twenties. How 
about C. E. Crittenden of Three 
Rivers, Mich., or Loren S. Shears of 
Beatrice, Neb.? 

The complete list is far too long to 
publish, but the destinies of these 
members should be of record. If you 
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have any information about the above 
men or other members of the A.N.A. 
of a decade ago, please send it to the 
Historian. The whereabouts of any 
historical documents of the associa- 
tion would also be desirable infor- 
mation.

ARIZONA, THE WONDERLAND STATE 

There is no place within the boundaries of the United States where 
sheer beauty of natural scenery is more abundant than in Arizona. The 
map on the opposite page illustrates twenty-one points of interest, Na- 
tional Monuments and Parks. All are well worth consideration on the 
itinerary of the traveler, and most of them an absolute must. Regard- 
less of the mode of transportation, there are attractions the tourist cannot 
afford to miss. Arizona’s scenic marvels are diverse. The lofty snow- 
covered peaks and sea-level deserts, forests of pine and fir, giant cactus, 
lakes, rivers, ancient ruins and modern cities, Indians and cowboys, all 
of these and more are feasts for the eyes of the visitor. 

The mere mention of Arizona is synonymous with the world’s great- 
est natural wonder, the Grand Canyon, number two on the map. To the 
visitor who has never viewed its breath-taking and awe-inspiring beauty, 
this is a definite must. Just below the Canyon lies Lake Mead and Hoover 
Dam. The dam is one of the greatest engineering feats of all times, and 
the lake the largest man-made in the world. Boat trips, tour of the power 
facilities, splendid bass and trout fishing, all are at the command of the 
tourist. It is number one on the map and another must. 

In a circular route to the southeast of Phoenix, one first passes the 
Gila River Indian Reservation, home of the Pima Indians near Sacaton. 
The Casa Grande Ruins, a National Monument and number twenty on the 
map, is next on this trip. Here is found the famous villages of the 
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Hohokam people, already ruins when early Spanish explorers arrived. A 
revelation of ancient civilization of the Red Man. On the return to the 
Capital, one passes along the very foot of the mysterious Superstition 
Mountains. Then on to Mesa where the Mormon Temple, one of the seven 
in the entire world, is located. 

The beautiful Colossal Cave, number seventeen on the map, is also 
located in the southeastern part of the state. This subterranean marvel 
whose temperature is a constant 72° has never been fully explored. It is 
noted not only for its fascinating magnificence, but legends, folklore and 
Indian superstitions as well. In this section is also found Chiricahua 
(pronounced cheery-cow) National Monument consisting of thousands of 
acres known as the Wonderland of Rocks; the mining town of Bisbee, 
built in a canyon; Tombstone, the “town too tough to die”; Tucson, once 
the only walled city in the United States, but today boasting the charm 
of the old mingled with the convenience of the new; Nogales, a border 
city, known as the “Gateway to Mexico,” it is in the southeast that 
Arizona’s great mining industry is centralized. 

To the northeast is found: the Apache Trail, number eighteen on 
the map, and world-famed for its spectacular scenery including the 
Roosevelt Dam; Meteor Crater (best seen by air) number ten on the map, 
is a great pit caused by the impact of a comet thousands of years ago; 
the Painted Desert, near number eleven, where nature swung a reckless 
brush, painting the landscape in gorgeous hues; the Petrified Forest, 
number eleven, contains the stone remains of prehistoric trees, some as 
much as 250 feet in length; Sunset Crater, Salt River Gorge, and many 
other wonders of nature are found in this section of the state. 

Arizona is the remaining state where the Old West still survives. It 
is still a “cow country” and Prescott is known as the “Cowboy Capital 
of the World.” The mile-high city is cool and inviting, therefore an 
attractive summer resort. Just to the south is Wickenburg, the “Dude 
Ranch Capital of the World.” Truly this is a diversified state. To elab- 
orate on its many points of interest would take this entire magazine. To 
visit each and every one of them would require quite some time. Per- 
haps more time than the average numismatist will be able to spend as 
he travels to and from the Diamond Jubilee Convention to be held in 
Phoenix next August 25 to 29.

LOS ANGELES COIN CLUB - The fea- 
ture event of the 273rd meeting was a 
colorful talk on the coins of Ecuador by 
Dr. C. Glenn Curtis. As a background 
for his discussion on the numismatics of 
the country, he discussed briefly the 
cultural and ethnological .aspects of 
Ecuador. In this connection color slides 
were shown, and there was a table dis- 
play of Indian paraphernalia such as 
blow-gun darts, a shrunken human 
head, beads, etc. Primitive Indian tribes 
of Ecuador still make very effective use 
of the blow-gun, which shoots a needle- 
like ten-inch dart. These darts are 
tipped with a potent drug that renders 
its victims unconscious, enabling the 
hunter to dispose of his prey in the 
most arbitrary fashion — often behead- 
ing him. 

One of the strange features of col- 
lecting coins in Ecuador is a particular 
spot where two old ships are sunk off- 
shore. Coins often wash ashore, and 
some of Dr. Curtis’ collection was 
obtained or rather beachcombed in 
this manner. He also displayed a Span- 
ish Doubloon. His collection of Ecuador 
is one of the largest known. 

Dr. Curtis’ interest in Ecuador was 
derived from his two-year service with 
the U. S. Government Department of 
Institute of Inter-American Affairs. 
Specifically his duties were with the 
commission on Health and Sanitation. 

Vreland H. Fraser showed a very 
impressive collection of U. S. gold: $5 
Indian head complete, unc.; $4 Stella

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Numismatic Conventions and Auctions 

Extract from an article published by Calcoin ISetvs, official organ of 
the California State Numismatic Association 

To many who attend a numismatic convention the auction sale is the 
high point of the program. To some it is just another feature, and to a few 
the sale is of no interest. Generally speaking, there are three interested groups 
at any auction sale. The buyer, who hopes to purchase a coin or coins he 
needs to round out his collection, and perhaps to get it or them as cheaply as 
possible; the seller or consignor, who hopes through competition to receive as 
much as possible for the coins he has consigned for sale; and finally the 
auctioneer, who likewise hopes to realize as much as possible, since his com- 
mission is dependent on the price realized. 

In view of the conflicting desires it is obvious that not all can be satisfied. 
Furthermore, printing of expensive catalogs, advertising costs, postage, insur- 
ance and other items of expense, plus the element of profit for the auctioneer, 
make a comparatively high commission necessary. All this has led to the 
custom of “reserve” or “starting” bids, which usually are so high that they 
defeat the very purpose of an auction. As a result, the average collector is 
reluctant to offer his coins for sale through the medium of the auction sale. 

Paul H. Wittlin, Carmel-by-the-Sea, Calif., who has been awarded the 
auction sale for the eighth semi-annual convention of the California State 
Numismatic Association to be held at the Hotel Casa Del Rey in Santa Cruz 
April 6, 7, and 8. proposes to eliminate most of the above objections by holding 
a low-cost, non-profit sale for the average collector. By taking no profit for 
himself, printing only a modest catalog, and assuming costs of such advertising 
as is done, he proposes to charge a commission of 5% on sales of S5 or more 
with a charge of 25 cents as a minimum. 

Wittlin is a comparative newcomer to California. His purpose in thus 
donating his services is not charity or philanthropy. His compensation will be 
the publicity and good will of the collecting public; but more than that, there 
will be, to quote his own words, “the moral satisfaction of trying, at least, to 
do something for the beginner and the average collector; for the man who is 
not interested in coins but happens to have some which he would like to sell; 
for the little fellow and bona fide enthusiast who is just starting, by running 
once or twice a year a sale which would be of little or no interest to the top 
500 collectors in the U. S., a sale where pedigreed coins and big shot collec- 
tors would be ab.sent, a sale which would appeal to and be absolutely trusted 
by the great mass of average collectors.” 

Assuming that Wittlin is sincere in his motives, it promises to be a noble 
experiment, the results of which will be watched with interest by all those 
interested in this feature of our numismatic conventions. 


And this is the last minute news concerning the auction. 

Since January 20 Wittlin’s were compelled to refuse or to limit 
offers of consignment for lack of space and time. 

If in douht that you will receive a catalogue, please mail Wittlin’s 
a postal card. 

Coins will be on exhibit at Wittlin’s store in Carmel at any time, 
and at the Hotel Casa Del Rey in Santa Cruz from the first day of the 
Convention.
